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STATE  REGENTS  for  HIGHER  EDUCATION 


JOHN   H.  KANE,  Cha 


The  Oklahoma  State  Regents  for  Higher  Edu- 
cation, recommended  by  Governor  Lee  Cruce 
in  191  I,  vitalized  by  Governor  W.  J.  Holloway 
through  legislation  in  1929,  created  by  Governor 
Wm.  hi.  Murray  in  1933,  was  submitted  as  a 
constitutional  amendment  to  the  people  and 
passed   at  a   special   election,    March    II,    1941, 


during  the  administration  of  Governor  Leon  C. 
Phillips.  The  first  meeting  was  held  June  16, 
1941. 

Nine  members  of  the  board,  appointed  by  the 
governor,  serve  terms  from  one  to  nine  years, 
with  no  two  designated  from  the  same  congres- 
sional district,  with  no  more  than  four  from  the 
same  profession  or  occupation  and  no  more  than 
three  graduates  or  former  students  from  the 
same  institution.  Appointments  are  made  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate. 

Oblectives  of  the  regents  are  defined  as:  the 
development  of  a  consistent  state  policy  for 
higher  education,  elimination  of  duplicated  ef- 
fort, discovery  of  budgetary  needs,  to  remove 
Inadequacies  In  present  provisions  and  advance 
an  effective  program  for  higher  education, 
among  others.

The  board  of  Regents  has  the  authority  and  is 
charged  with  the  responsibility  of  directing  the 
disposition  of  all  moneys  from  the  sale  of  bonds 
and  has  supervision  and  charge  of  all  buildings 
provided  for  the  college  under  its  jurisdiction. 
The  board  was  created  by  an  amendment  desig- 
nated as  3  la.  Article  6,  in  the  Oklahoma  consti- 
tution. 

A  majority  of  the  board  must  be  farmers  and 
the  ninth  member  is  the  president  of  the  state 
board  of  agriculture.  It  is  provided  that  the 
board  shall  be  appointed  for  eight  years  each 
with  one  term  expiring  each  year. 

Vested  in  the  board  also  is  the  power  to  em- 
ploy teaching  staff  and  the  general  welfare  and 


progress  of  the  institution,   fields  in   which   they 
have  distinguished  themselves. 

In  their  sincerity  of  purpose  and  plan,  board 
members  have  guided  the  destiny  of  the  college 
to  the  enviable  place  of  educational  service  it 
holds  among  national  centers  of  learning.

Elected  by  the  entire  student  body,  the  Student  Senate  Is  the  legislative 
branch  of  the  Student  association  and  works  to  promote  student  interests  and  to 
bring  about  friendly  cooperation  between  the  administration,  the  faculty  and  the 
students. 

Perhaps  the  most  Important  function  of  the  senate  is  to  equally  represent 
the  12,000  students  who  attend  the  college  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  their  wel- 
fare. The  senate,  which  meets  weekly,  also  conducts  the  spring  elections,  makes 
appointments,  grants  charters  to  approved  organizations  and  sponsors  many  all- 
school  pep  rallies  and  dances.

President  of  the  Student  association  was  Zed  Gris- 
sonn,  who  served  capably  in  that  office. 

Tom  Ritchie,  a  former  senate  member,  was  elected 
Student  Senate  president  in  January  upon  the  resigna- 
tion of  Joe  Francis. 

The  senate  began  its  activities  immediately  upon  the 
opening  of  school  in  September  with  the  sale  of  fresh- 
man caps,  the  freshman  election,  queen  race  and  coro- 
nation ball,  Sadie  hiawkins  week  and  dance. 

November  saw  the  second  annual  Leadership  confer- 
ence launched  under  the  auspices  of  the  senate.  The 
purpose  of  the  three-day  meet  was  to  introduce  new 
organization  officers  to  the  problems  and  duties  of  their 
office  and  to  explain  the  available  agencies  on  hand  to 
extend  aid. 

A  car  pool,  the  first  of  its  kind  at  A.  &  M.,  was  suc- 
cessfully organized  In  December  to  locate  transportation 
for  out-of-state  students  attempting  to  reach  home  for 
the  Christmas  holidays. 

Aid  for  Oklahoma  university's  fire  victims  was  organ- 
ized in  January  by  the  legislators  and  more  than  $400 
was  collected  In  four  days  and  sped  on  Its  way. 


An  effective  policy  was  established  by  the  senate  in 
an  attempt  to  clarify  "victory  holidays"  for  both  stu- 
dents and  faculty.  A  revised  and  ^'streamlined"  consti- 
tution was  enacted  by  the  1949-50  senators  and  a  liaison 
committee  was  appointed  to  operate  between  the  sen- 
ate and  the  president's  office. 

In  March,  the  first  state-wide  convention  of  student 
senators  was  held  at  A.  &  M.  with  the  Aggie  senate 
playing  host  to  representatives  from  Oklahoma's  33 
colleges,  universities  and  junior  colleges. 

Music  for  the  Junior-Senior  prom,  another  senate 
project,  was  furnished  by  Tommy  Dorsey  and  his  band, 
one  of  the  nation's  top  "name"  bands. 

Chairmen  of  the  various  committees  were  Morton 
Elmer,  chairman  of  the  Leadership  conference  commit- 
tee; Bill  Kephart,  publicity;  Peggy  Lawyer,  social,  and 
Jim  Norton,  elections. 

Prof.  R.  R.  Oglesby  acted  as  advisor  to  the  group, 
combining  the  proper  degree  of  guidance  and  free 
rein.  To  him  goes  much  of  the  credit  for  the  success  of 
the   1949-50  Student  Senate.

The  first  organization  each  Aggie  coed  joins  is  the  Association  of  Women 
Students.  Each  woman  student  automatically  becomes  a  member  upon  enrolling 
at  Oklahoma  A.  &  M.  College. 

The  work  of  AWS  covers  the  regulation  of  all  matters  pertaining  to  women 
students  which  do  not  fall  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  faculty. 

This  work  is  carried  out  through  an  executive  board,  a  legislative  board  and 
a  judicial  board.  The  executive  board  is  the  governing  body  of  the  organization 
and  is  composed  of  seven  girls  representing  the  Women's  Athletic  association, 
Panhellenic,  the  AWS  judicial  board,  YWCA,  Mortar  Board,  Grand  council,  and 
Tau  Gamma  plus  the  officers  of  AWS.  Julia  E.  Stout,  dean  of  women,  serves  as 
sponsor  of  this  board. 

The  legislative  board  is  headed  by  the  AWS  vice-president.  Its  membership 
is  made  up  of  a  representative  from  each  sorority  and  one  from  each  floor  of  all 
women's  dormitories.  Estelle  hiammond,  assistant  to  the  dean  of  woman,  is  their 
sponsor. 

The  judicial  board  is  composed  of  five  coeds — a  sophomore,  two  juniors,  and 
two  from  the  senior  class.    Vesta  Etchison  is  the  advisor  for  this  group. 

The  first  big  event  on  the  AWS  calendar  this  year  was  the  annual  "hlowdy" 
picnic  for  new  women  students.  Throughout  the  year  the  group  also  sponsors  a 
matinee  tea  for  women  students,  the  Campus  Chest  drive,  Sadie  Hawkins  week, 
the  Aggie  Etiquette  handbook  for  freshman  women  and  the  installation  dinner  in 
the  spring.

DEAN  W.  L.  BLIZZARD 

Dean  W.  L.  Blizzard's  leadership 
and  the  efforts  of  his  staff  have 
made  the  A.  &  M.  Division  of  Agri- 
culture internationally  famous.  The 
dean,  head  of  the  division  since 
1939,  is  a  graduate  of  Kansas  State 
college,  hie  has  worked  to  better 
Oklahoma  agriculture  for  30  years. 


DIVISION  of  AGRICULTURE 


Oklahoma  farms  and  ranches  produce  nearly  $1,000,000,- 
000  of  new  wealth  annually.  The  Division  of  Agriculture  of 
Oklahoma  A.  &  M.  College  serves  this  important  industry  in 
three  ways. 

The  School  of  Agriculture  offers  on-the-campus  training 
for  those  who  choose  farming,  ranching,  or  one  of  the  many 
related  occupations  as  their  life  work.  Departments  in  the 
school  are  agricultural  economics,  agricultural  education, 
agricultural  chemistry  research,  agronomy,  animal  husbandry, 
dairy,  entomology,  forestry,  horticulture,  poultry,  sociology 
and  rural  life,  and  agricultural  engineering,  the  latter  admin- 
istered jointly  by  the  School  of  Agriculture  and  the  Oklahoma 
Institute  of  Technology. 

The  School  of  Agriculture's  enrollment  of  approximately 
2,300  for  1949-50  is  third  highest  among  the  nation's  agricul- 
tural colleges. 

The  Agricultural  Experiment  station  finds  new  facts  and 
methods  to  be  used  on  farms  and  ranches.  The  information 
developed  at  the  college,  12  special  research  stations  over 
the  state  and  five  state-federal  stations,  is  taught  in  the 
School  of  Agriculture. 

The  Agricultural  Extension  service  working  through  state 
and  county  staffs,  carries  the  information  to  farm  people. 
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SCHOOl  of  ARTS  and  SCIENCES 


A  liberal  education  is  the  offering  of  the  School  of  Arts 
and  Sciences,  headed  since  1935  by  capable  Dean  Schiller 
Scroggs. 

Believing  emphatically  that  all  college  students  should  have 
the  cultural  background  characteristic  of  well-educated  men 
and  women,  Dean  Scroggs  has  built  the  A.  &  M.  School  of 
Arts  and  Sciences  into  an  organization  that  will  provide  the 
essentials  as  background  for  vocations,  yet  can  offer  highly 
specialized  training  in  the  social,  physical  and  biological  sci- 
ences and  in  the  humanities. 

Operating  under  this  plan,  the  School  of  Arts  and  Sci- 
ences has  students  from  every  school  on  the  Aggie  campus 
enrolled  in  its  many  courses  and  has  gained  the  reputation  of 
being  one  of  the  best  arts  and  sciences  schools  in  the  south- 
west. 

The  "Mother  of  Colleges,"  both  historically  and  logically, 
the  school  has  had  a  steady  increase  in  enrollment  since  the 
end  of  the  war  by  students  who  desire  a  broad,  general  edu- 
cation without  sacrificing  preparation  for  a  demanding  spe- 
cialization as  well. 

Students  enrolled  in  the  School  of  Arts  and  Sciences  are 
extended  an  opportunity  to  better  understand  the  problems 
of  group  living  and  of  their  own  social  and  political  responsi- 
bilities. Once  understood,  the  individual  should  be  able  to 
make  a  maximum  vocational  contribution,  yet  find  rich  satis- 
faction in  cultural  and  social  experiences  also. 


DEAN  SCHILLER  SCROGGS 

Dean  Schiller  Scroggs  was  gradu- 
ated from  Southeastern  State  Teach- 
ers college,  Durant,  in  1925.  He  ob- 
tained his  master's  degree  from 
Columbia  in  1932  and  his  Ph.  D.  from 
Yale  in  1935.  The  author  of  two 
two  books  on  higher  education,  as 
well  as  numerous  articles  in  national 
journals.  Dean  Scroggs  has  also  pub- 
lished two  books  of  poetry. 
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DEAN   RAYMOND   D.  THOMAS 

Dean  of  the  Division  of  Com- 
merce since  1929,  Raymond  D. 
Thomas  was  graduated  from  South- 
west Missouri  State  college  and  re- 
ceived his  Ph.  M.  and  Ph.  D.  degrees 
from  the  University  of  Wisconsin. 
He  served  as  an  army  officer  in 
World  war  I.  hie  is  listed  as  a  top 
economist  by  "Who's  Who  In 
America." 


DIVISION  of  COMMERCE 


Since  its  organization  in  1914,  the  Division  of  Commerce 
at  Oklahoma  A.  &  M.  College  has  successfully  striven  to 
answer  the  demands  of  business  and  government  for  scien- 
tifically trained  men  and  women  capable  of  business  leader- 
ship. 

Two  separate  schools  have  been  established  under  the 
division:  the  School  of  Commerce,  which  offers  education  for 
the  broad  field  of  business  pursuits  on  the  higher  or  profes- 
sional level,  and  the  School  of  Intensive  Business,  which  offers 
concentrated   "practical,"  or  vocation,  training. 

Guided  skillfully  by  Dean  Raymond  D.  Thomas,  a  man  who 
believes  in  his  students,  the  division  is  built  solidly  around  the 
knowledge  that  the  business  world  demands  clear  minds, 
ready  to  accept  responsibilities,  face  realities  and  live  help- 
fully in  society. 

With  emphasis  placed  on  the  development  of  personal 
qualities  as  well  as  business  know-how,  the  division  has  estab- 
lished a  Commerce  Student  council,  by  which  students  have 
an  opportunity  to  assert  themselves  on  matters  Involving  the 
division.  The  council  is  given  an  opportunity  to  practice 
democracy  by  working  as  an  "advisory"  branch  of  the  dean's 
office. 
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SCHOOL  of  EDUCATION 


A  fine  system  of  public  education  being  so  fundamental 
to  the  well  being  of  a  democratic  society,  the  School  of  Edu- 
cation at  A.  &  M.  College  has  contributed  well  through  the 
personalities  and  talents  of  Its  more  than  2,000  graduates 
since   1910. 

Graduates  from  A.  &  M.  can  be  found  among  the  best 
teachers  in  almost  every  community  in  the  state  of  Oklahoma, 
as  well  as  in  practically  every  other  state  in  the  nation. 

In  view  of  the  growing  demands  for  excellent  teachers, 
students  are  given  thorough  Instruction  in  preparation  for 
teaching  at  all  levels  In  elementary  and  secondary  schools 
and  in  many  special  fields.  In  addition,  adequate  graduate 
studies  are  provided  for  the  training  of  administrative  and 
supervisory  personnel  guidance  functionaries,  directors  of  re- 
search and  other  specialists. 

Courses  in  the  School  of  Education  are  designed  to  give 
teachers  a  broad  cultural  background  and  to  qualify  them  for 
the  types  of  certificates  they  desire. 

Students  from  other  schools  on  the  campus  often  take  ad- 
vantage of  the  opportunities  for  betterment  offered  in  the 
School  of  Education  by  enrolling  In  such  varied  courses  as 
philosophy,  photography  and  religious  education,  and  by 
using  the  facilities  of  the  testing  bureau. 


DEAN  WILSON   LITTLE 


One  of  two  "new"  deans  on  the 
A.  &  M.  campus.  Dr.  Wilson  Little 
took  over  the  duties  of  chief  admin- 
istrator for  the  School  of  Education 
upon  the  retirement  of  Dean  Emer- 
itus N.  Conger  In  1948.  A  native  of 
Texas,  Dean  Little  holds  degrees 
from  North  Texas  State  Teachers 
college  and  Texas  university. 
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DEAN   D.  C.  MclNTOSH 

The  Graduate  school  was  formed 
at  A.  &  M.  in  1929  by  its  present 
dean,  Dr.  D.  C.  Mcintosh.  Scholarly 
and  unassuming,  Dean  Mcintosh  was 
graduated  from  the  University  of 
Indiana  in  1913,  and  has  additional 
degrees  in  agriculture  and  phar- 
macy— Ph.  G.,  Indianapolis  College 
of  Pharmacy;  A.  B.,  A.  M.  and 
Ph.  D.,  Indiana  university. 


GRADUATE  SCHOOL 


With  the  post-war  demand  for  specialists  in  the  various 
fields  of  business  and  government,  the  enrollment  figures  of 
the  Oklahoma  A.  &  M.  Graduate  school  have  swelled  to  a 
new  high  during  the  past  year. 

The  upward  trend  of  graduate  enrollment  indicates  the 
growing  awareness  that  the  demands  of  today's  world  often 
exceed  the  knowledge  offered  by  a  bachelor  degree. 

Dean  D.  C.  Mcintosh  heads  the  Graduate  school  at  A.  & 
M.  Stressing  the  development  of  individual  thought  and  sci- 
entific research  methods  in  Its  education  program,  the  school 
is  designed  to  put  the  student  "on  his  own"  as  much  as 
possible. 

The  Graduate  school,  established  at  A.  &  M.  in  1929,  now 
grants  master's  degrees  in  44  subjects  and  the  doctor  of  edu- 
cation or  doctor  of  philosophy  degree  in  seven  subjects  or 
fields. 

The  first  public  examination  for  a  master's  degree  was  held 
January  15,  1950,  when  Amos  Maxwell,  graduate  student  of 
history,  was  examined  on  his  thesis,  "The  Sequoyah  Conven- 
tion of   1905." 

At  present,  the  master's  degree  has  been  awarded  to 
2,949  persons,  the  first  being  granted  in  1912.  Eleven  per- 
sons have  received  the  doctor's  degree  at  A.  &  M. 
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Division  of  Home  Economics 


Nationally  recognized  as  one  of  the  top  schools  of  its  kind, 
the  Oklahoma  A.  &  M.  Division  of  rHome  Economics  has 
gained  its  honored  reputation  through  the  unceasing  efforts 
of  Dean  Nora  A.  Talbot,  who  became  director  in  1923,  and 
her  staff. 

Moving  forward  with  the  belief  that  the  kinds  of  homes 
people  create  are  determined  by  the  values  they  hold,  the 
Division  of  hlome  Economics  stresses  personality  develop- 
ment as  well  as  proper  home  management.  Requiring  en- 
rollees  to  study  history,  English,  art  and  the  sciences,  the  divi- 
sion also  suggests  journalism,  elementary  business  courses, 
speech  and  other  subjects  to  give  each  student  a  broad,  gen- 
eral background  with  which  to  better  understand  the  world 
In  which  they  must  live. 

Although  the  purposes  of  the  Division  of  hlome  Economics 
are  primarily  to  educate  women  and  men  for  homemaking, 
attention  is  also  given  to  the  training  of  women  and  men  for 
professional  positions  requiring  home  economics  know-how. 

Since  the  first  home  economics  class  was  requested  by  the 
men  In  1925,  the  enrollment  of  men  In  a  traditional  feminine 
stronghold  has  gained  steadily.  Not  only  do  they  take  the 
course  "hHome  Economics  for  Men,"  but  they  also  take  ma- 
jors or  elect  courses  from  every  department  In  the  division. 
The  departments  of  hotel  administration  and  restaurant  man- 
agement, begun  In  1937,  were  made  into  a  School  of  hlotel 
and  Restaurant  administration  in    1948. 


DEAN   NORA  A.  TALBOT 

Dean  Nora  A.  Talbot,  known  na- 
tionally as  a  leader  in  the  field  of 
home  economics.  Is  an  A.  &  M. 
graduate.  She  received  her  master's 
degree  from  Columbia  university 
and  did  administrative  work  at  hlar- 
vard  university.  Charming  and 
poised,  the  dean  is  the  co-author  of 
two  high  school  books  on  home  life. 
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DEAN  EDWARD  R,  STAPLEY 

Dean  Edward  R.  Stapley,  head  of 
the  Institute  of  Technology,  is 
ranked  among  the  top  engineers  of 
the  nation.  Listed  in  Who's  Who  in 
America,  in  Engineering,  American 
Men  of  Science  and  in  Who's  Who 
in  American  Education,  Stapley 
served  as  acting  dean  from  1942-47 
and  was  appointed  dean  in  Decem- 
ber, 1947.  hie  holds  degrees  from 
Cornell  and  hiarvard  universities. 


OKLAHOMA  INSTITUTE 
of  TECHNOLOGY 


As  viewed  at  the  Oklahoma  Institute  of  Technology,  the 
engineering  profession  is  not  just  a  matter  of  slide  rules,  for- 
mulas and  technical  information.  It  also  requires  good  citi- 
zenship and  a  feeling  of  social  responsibility. 

The  faculty  and  staff  of  O.  I.  T.  have  met  the  challenge  of 
the  times  with  signal  success,  under  the  leadership  of  Dean 
Edward  R.  Stapley  and  other  officials. 

The  name  O.  I.  T.  indicates  the  organization's  scope  of 
activities.  The  institute  serves  Oklahoma  and  its  citizens 
under  three  main  divisions  of  work:  Instruction,  research  and 
extension.  Faced  with  the  largest  enrollment  of  any  school 
on  the  campus  during  recent  years,  it  has  maintained  highest 
standards  while  meeting  the  need  for  expansion  of  all  its 
facilities. 

Undergraduate  and  graduate  work  is  based  on  the  prin- 
ciple that  "we  are  teaching  students,  not  courses."  Indus- 
trial development  in  Oklahoma  Is  aided  through  research  at 
O.  I.  T.  Extension  courses  are  available  to  industrial  and  civil 
employes. 
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SCHOOL  of 
VETERINARY  MEDICINE 


Oklahoma  A.  &  M.  College  added  a  new  school  to  its  cur- 
riculum in  the  spring  of  1948  when  the  School  of  Veterinary 
Medicine  was  established  and  approved — making  It  the  col- 
lege's eighth  complete  branch  of  study. 

More  than  90  students  are  now  enrolled  In  the  school.  The 
school  has  four  departments  within  it.  They  are  the  depart- 
ment of  anatomy,  pathology,  surgery  and  veterinary  medi- 
cine. 

A  four-story  brick  building  to  house  the  new  school  is  be- 
ing completed  west  of  the  campus  and  will  be  ready  for  use 
next  fall.  It  will  offer  ample  classroom  and  laboratory  facili- 
ties and  will  boast  every  modern  convenience  necessary  for 
study. 

The  courses  in  the  veterinary  medicine  school  have  been 
designed  to  fit  the  graduate  for  many  fields  of  activity.  A 
partial  list  Includes  private  practice,  teaching,  service  with 
city,  state,  or  nation  government  health  bureaus,  as  well  as 
with  dairies,  ranches  and  private  business. 

An  intensive  four-year  course  is  required  In  the  school, 
with  a  two-year  preprofessional  program  completed  before 
admission  into  the  school  is  granted. 


DEAN  C.  H.  McELROY 

Dean  C.  \-\.  McElroy,  or  Dean 
"Mac,"  as  he  Is  known  to  all,  has 
been  with  A.  &  M.  for  more  than  40 
years.  hHe  served  as  dean  of  men 
and  as  dean  of  the  former  School  of 
Science  and  Literature  before  tak- 
ing over  as  head  of  the  School  of 
Veterinary  Medicine  In  1948.  \-\e  Is 
a  graduate  of  A.  &  M.  and  St.  Jo- 
seph Veterinary  college. 
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DEAN  O.  K.  CAMPBELL 

Dean  of  sfudents  for  the  past  two 
years,  Dean  Olen  Kenneth  Camp- 
bell received  his  first  appointment 
at  Oklahoma  A.  &  M.  College  in 
1939  as  chairman  of  counsellors  of 
men's  residence  halls.  hHe  has  also 
served  as  an  associate  professor  of 
education.  During  the  war,  Dean 
Campbell  served  as  a  captain  in  the 
U.  S.  alrforce. 


DEAN  of  STUDENTS 


The  duties  of  the  office  of  dean  of  students  consist  of  a 
composite  of  many  administrative  and  student  activities. 

Created  in  1948  under  the  direction  of  Dean  O.  K.  Camp- 
bell, the  office  has  as  Its  function  the  counselling  and  orienta- 
tion of  new  students,  the  guidance  of  the  student  senate  and 
other  campus  organizations  and  the  general  advising  of  all 
men  students. 

Dean  Campbell  completed  his  second  year  as  dean  of 
students  at  A.  &  M.  and  has  been  responsible  for  instituting 
the  Leadership  conference  on  the  campus,  as  well  as  attempt- 
ing to  establish  closer  unity  between  students  and  the  col- 
lege. 

The  dean  has  worked  in  an  advisory  capacity  with  the  stu- 
dent senate  during  the  past  year  and  keeps  in  close  touch 
with  the  workings  of  A.  &  M.'s  200  campus  organizations. 

Dean  Campbell  came  to  A.  &  M.  in  1939  as  chairman  of 
counsellors  of  men's  residence  halls  and  professor  in  the 
School  of  Education.  Later  he  was  appointed  acting  head  of 
the  educational  administration  department  In  the  School  of 
Education  in  addition  to  his  former  position. 

A  graduate  of  Southeastern  State  college,  the  dean  re- 
ceived his  M.  A.  at  Columbia  university. 
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DEAN  of  WOMEN 


Young  women  conning  to  Oklahoma  A.  &  M.  College  for 
the  first  time  are  welcomed  by  the  college's  official  hostess, 
Dean  Julia  Stout. 

The  position  of  advising  and  looking  after  the  welfare  of 
all  women  students  in  social,  financial  and  scholastic  matters 
is  handled  by  Dean  Stout,  who  has  held  the  office  of  dean  of 
women  since   1928. 

The  office  of  dean  of  women  is,  in  many  ways  a  clearing 
house  for  the  college  activities  since  all  social  functions  on 
the  campus  attended  by  coeds  must  have  the  approval  of 
the  dean. 

hlousing  arrangements  for  women  students  are  under  the 
guidance  of  Dean  Stout,  who  acts  also  as  advisor  to  ihe  exec- 
utive committee  of  AWS,  Women's  Pan-hlellenic  council  and 
Grand  council.  These  organizations  govern  both  independent 
and  sorority  living  groups. 

The  counselling  system  in  women's  residence  halls  at  A.  & 
M.  is  under  the  direction  of  the  office  of  the  dean  of  women. 
hHead  counselor  is  Mrs.  Anna  Stringfield. 

The  women's  student  employment  service  is  directed  by 
Mrs.  Estelle  hiammond,  assistant  to  the  dean.  Bernadine 
Brock  is  secretary.

VETS  VILLAGE 


Veterans  Village  is  an  emergency  housing  project  for  married 
veterans  and  their  families  attending  Oklahoma  A.  &  M.  College. 
It  is  located  northwest  of  the  college  campus. 

The  village  was  first  occupied  In  January,  1946.  There  are  ap- 
proximately 1,200  married  veterans  in  the  village  at  the  present 
time  and,  with  their  wives  and  children,  give  the  village  a  total 
population  of  approximately  3,600. 

The  village  has  its  own  fire  department,  maintenance  depart- 
ment, police  department,  grocery  store,  post  office,  dispensary 
and  laundry.  In  addition,  it  has  a  large  recreation  hall  and  three 
nursery  buildings. 

A  village  council  is  organized  with  a  mayor  and  vice-mayor  to 
help  solve  the  community  problems.  All  members  of  the  council 
ere  required  to  take  a  course  in  municipal  government  for  which 
they  receive  college  credit.  This  course  Is  carried  on  in  connec- 
tion v/ith  their  council  work  and  is  a  unique  experiment  In  training 
students  for  public  service. 

The  Mooney  Recreation  center  is  under  the  control  of  a  recre- 
ation commission  appointed  by  the  village  council.  Each  village 
resident  pays  a  fee  of  50  cents  a  semester  to  finance  the  program 
of  activities  and  secure  additional  equipment  for  the  recreation 
center. 

The  recreation  center  provides  a  sewing  room  equipped  with 
sewing  machines  and  cutting  tables  for  the  use  of  wives  of  the 
villagers.  A  hobby  shop  equipped  with  wood-working  machines 
and  a  dark  room  for  film  developing  are  also  provided.  Courses 
are  organized  in  pre-natal  and  child  care  for  the  wives  of  villagers. 
Arts  and  crafts  are  also  taught  in  the  recreation  center  through 
the  hlomemakers  club,  an  organization  of  village  wives.

The  three  nurseries  in  the  village  are  operated  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Division  of  hlome  Economics  of  the  college.  Children 
of  pre-school  age  go  to  nursery  school  either  in  the  morning  or  in 
the  afternoon.  One  nursery  is  an  all-day  nursery  for  the  children 
of  mothers  who  are  working. 

The  Veterans  Village  fire  department  has  its  own  station  and 
two  fire  trucks  with  modern  equipment  including  two-way  radio 
communication.  The  members  of  the  village  fire  department  are 
students  in  the  college  fire  protection  courses  and  receive  valu- 
able training  in  this  work. 

The  villagers  have  organized  a  Blue  Cross  plan  insuring  hospital 
care  for  their  families  at  a  nominal  monthly  fee.  Over  one-half  of 
the  village  residents  belong  to  this  group. 

Recently  a  justice  of  the  peace  district  was  organized  for  Vet- 
erans Village  by  the  Payne  county  commissioners.  The  village  is 
now  able  to  secure  rigid  enforcement  of  state  traffic  laws  within 
the  village  area.  Villagers  have  been  appointed  to  serve  as  justice 
of  the  peace  and  as  constable  until  the  next  regular  election. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  approximately  130  children  of 
school  age  In  the  village  attending  Stillwater  public  schools.  The 
Stillwater  public  schools  furnish  school  bus  service  to  transport  the 
village  children  to  school. 

Married  veterans  who  live  in  Veterans  Village  are  not  only  se- 
curing a  college  education,  but  they  are  also  securing  valuable 
training  in  community  living.  They  are  forming  lasting  friendships 
end  learning  to  solve  their  community  problems  in  a  democratic 
manner.

The  Cowpokes'  smooth-functioning  drive  and  high  spirit 
sparked  the  Aggie-TCU  game  in  one  of  the  most  thrill- 
packed  contests  a  football  fan  would  ever  want  to  witness. 
The  Aggie  line  moulded  itself  into  an  impenetrable  wall  on 
several  occasions  when  the  Frogs  engineered  the  ball 
down  deep  into  Aggie  territory  and  held  the  passing,  paw- 
ing TCU  team  to  a  near  standstill.  Darrell  Meisenheimer 
called  defensive  plays  like  he  was  listening  in  on  the  TCU 
huddle,  hiartman  completed  nine  out  of  16  passes.

With  second  and  third-stringers  playing  practically  all 
of  the  second  half  and  38  men  taking  part  in  the  festivities, 
the  Aggies  waltzed  past  the  Denver  Pioneers — a  team 
that  was  outclassed  all  the  way.

The  Missouri  Tigers  crowded  three  touchdowns  into  less 
than  three  minutes  of  concentrated  action  to  defeat  the 
sturdy  Aggies  at  Columbia,  Mo.  Coach  Jim  Lookabaugh's 
Cowboys  led  for  most  of  the  first  half  after  scoring  in  the 
opening  quarter,  but  the  Tigers  tied  the  count  to  7-7  just 
before  the  half-time  and  then  swept  through  and  over  the 
Aggies  for  two  third-period  touchdowns  that  gave  them 
the  decision.  It  was  lack  of  a  finishing  punch  that  thwarted 
the  Aggie  team.  They  reached  the  Mizzou  12-yard  line 
late  in  the  third  period  only  to  lose  the  ball  on  a  pass  inter- 
ception. Early  in  the  fourth,  a  fumble  nipped  their  bid  for 
a  touchdown  and  later  they  again  lost  the  ball  on  the  Tiger 
nine. 

A.  &  M.  28,  DRAKE  0 

The  unerring  arm  of  Jack  hiartman  showed  the  way  to  a 
Poke  victory  as  Oklahoma  A.  &  M.  launched  its  Missouri 
Valley  defense  in  a  home  opener  which  found  Drake  thor- 
oughly subdued  by  the  lopsided  score  of  28-0.  The  Cow- 
boys struck  early  for  their  easy  triumph,  sinking  the  Bull- 
dogs with  a  three-touchdown  licking  in  the  second  quarter 
after  scoring  once  in  the  opening  period.

Oklahoma  A.  &  M.'s  football  army,  its  "general"  side- 
lined by  injury,  played  its  heart  out,  but  lost  a  Missouri 
Valley  conference  decision  to  inspired  Detroit.  The  Titans 
won  with  a  second-half  touchdown,  repulsing  the  Aggies 
on  the  I -yard  line  to  avert  the  winning  touchdown.  Despite 
the  loss  of  hiartman's  passing  services,  the  Pokes  scored 
first  when  Dick  Von  Drehle  fell  on  a  fumbled  ball  behind 
the  goal  line  and  hHartman  place-kicked  his  17th  extra  point 
in  20  attempts  for  a  7-0  lead.  Detroit  caught  fire  in  the 
second  period  and  moved  from  their  own  20-yard  line  to 
the  Aggie  goal  in  six  plays.

The  Aggies,  who  had  lost  all  hope  of  gaining  a  share  of 
the  Missouri  valley  title  crown,  came  out  of  the  rough-and- 
tumble  tilt  with  Tulsa  in  excellent  shape.  Alex  Loyd,  who 
was  the  nation's  best  pass  receiver  prior  to  the  Aggie- 
Hurricane  game,  had  a  good  day  against  the  Tulsans  as  he 
caught  six  aerials  for  1  13  yards.  Johnny  Srabko,  the  Ag- 
gies' heralded  sophomore,  kicked  seven  times  in  the  game 
for  an  average  of  40  yards  per  punt,  which  is  good  in  any 
league.  Srabko  also  established  himself  as  a  runner.  In  the 
following  summary  of  statistics,  A.  &  M.  precedes  the  Tulsa 
numerals:  first  downs,  16-15;  yards  rushing,  120-145,  and 
yards  passing,   168-275. 

A.  &  M.  26,  KANSAS  STATE   14 

Martin  Riley,  third-string  quarterback  all  season,  became 
the  Aggies'  "No.  I  boy"  at  Manhattan  when  he  led  A.  & 
M.  to  a  grid  triumph  over  the  Wildcats  on  a  muddy  field 
that  "grounded"  hHartman.  Riley  proved  his  salt  by  pass- 
ing excellently  and  running  smartly  to  give  the  Cowpokes 
a  badly-needed  triumph,  hie  pitched  a  24-yard  scoring 
aerial  to  back  Arlen  McNeil  in  the  first  period  for  the  open- 
ing tally.

The  Poke  team  outscored  Wichita  on  Lewis  field  in  a 
brawling,  flaming  tempered,  Missouri  Valley  football  game.

The  game  lasted 
more  than  three  hours  and  saw  three  players  ejected  and 
23  penalties  totaling  215  yards  assessed.  At  one  time, 
officials  called  five  straight  penalties.  Ten  players  were 
carried  from  the  battle  scene  with  a  variety  of  injuries. 
The  Kansans  were  underdogs  from  the  starting  gun  and 
were  completely  swept  under  in  the  wave  of  Aggie  pass- 
ing and  rushing  that  dominated  play.

Sopho- 
more Johnny  Grabko  turned  in  an  excellent  punting  record 
for  the  game  and  Alex  Loyd  snagged  several  passes  in- 
tended for  Sooner  hands.  Otherwise,  it  was  a  "Big  Red" 
afternoon.

A.  &  M.  NEW  COACHES 

On  Nov.  2,  Lookabaugh  resigned  as  coach  before  the 
end  of  the  football  season.  Although  the  resignation  did 
not  take  effect  until  the  completion  of  the  schedule,  the 
head  coach  position  was  opened  for  a  new  man.  On  Nov. 
30,  the  athletic  council  announced  that  Jennings  Bryan 
Whitworth  had  been  signed  for  the  job. 

Whitworth  Is  no  novice  to  the  game  of  football,  hie 
played  under  Wallace  Wade  and  Frank  Thomas  at  Ala- 
bama and  was  in  the  Rose  bowl  game  of  193  I  as  a  guard 
and  fieldgoal  kicker.  After  his  graduation  in  1932,  Whit- 
worth remained  as  a  coaching  assistant.  \-\e  moved  to 
LSU  in  1935  and  stayed  until  1938  when  he  accepted  the 
position  of  line  coach  at  Georgia  in  1939.  Whitworth 
filled  this  position  until  his  appointment  at  A.  &  M. 

While  coaching  under  the  famous  Wally  Butts  at  Geor- 
gia, Whitworth  helped  in  the  shaping  of  many  great  teams 
including  six  bowl  contestants  for  the  Bulldogs. 

The  new  coach  was  given  a  free  hand  in  choosing  his 
assistants  and  Whitworth  quickly  supplemented  his  staff 
with  talented  men.  Howard  Johnson,  Georgia,  1948,  was 
named  line  coach.  Johnson  played  guard  and  tackle  for 
the  Bulldogs  on  Sugar  and  Orange  bowl  teams.  Joe  Brown 
was  called  to  serve  as  backfleld  coach.  Brown  played  his 
college  ball  at  Georgia  Tech.  George  (Buck)  Bradberry, 
Georgia,  '48,  was  chosen  freshman  coach.  Assistant 
coaches  Jack  Baker  and  Toby  Greene  were  retained  from 
LooKabaugh's  staff.

Henry  P.  Iba  completed  his  23rd  year  of  coaching 
basketball  this  year.  During  this  period,  Iba's  teams 
have  won  507  games  and  lost  122.  In  his  16  years  at 
A.  &  M.,  his  teams  have  won  344  and  lost  95  games. 
Also  within  this  period,  the  Aggies  have  won  or 
shared  the  Missouri  Valley  championship  I  I  times  and 
won  or  shared  the  NCAA  title  four  times. 

Iba,  in  his  years  of  coaching,  has  become  well- 
known  in  sports,  especially  in  basketball  circles.  In 
1949,  he  was  named  coach  of  the  year  by  New  York 
basketball  writers.  In  1947,  the  Basketball  Coaches 
association  of  America  voted  Iba  "best  in  the  na- 
tion." 

It  is  certain  that  as  long  as  the  "Iron  Duke"  is  guid- 
ing the  basketball  fortunes  of  the  Aggies,  A.  &  M.  will 
be  the  team  to  beat  in  the  conference,  in  the  district 
and  in  the  nation.

The  1950  edition  of  Oklahoma  Aggie  cagemen  was 
considerably  different  from  the  hienry  Iba-coached 
teams  of  the  past.  The  Pokes  partly  abandoned  their 
cautious  type  of  ball  and  flavored  their  game  with  a 
touch  of  fire-brand  playing.  They  still  retained  per- 
fect ball  control  but  accelerated  their  play.  This  tac- 
tical changeover  came  naturally  with  Norman  Pilgrim, 
Keith  Smith,  Don  hHaskins,  Don  Johnson  and  Gale 
McArthur  handling  the  ball.  This  new-found  hustle 
more  than  made  up  for  a  lack  of  height. 

The  nucleus  of  this  ball  club  was  built  around  6-6 
Jack  Shelton,  who  finished  his  last  season  with  a  season 
scoring  total  of  280  points  to  lead  all  other  Aggies  in 
that  division.  Closely  following  Shelton  was  small  but 
flashy  Norman  Pilgrim  with  234  points  and  Gale  Mc- 
Arthur, one  of  hiank's  starting  guards,  with  198. 
These  three  top  scorers,  together  with  Don  Johnson 
and  Bob  Seymour,  played  in  all  games. 

The  Pokes  didn't  pick  on  any  weak  sisters  for  their 
first  three  opponents  but  they  walloped  the  Arkansas 
Invaders  43-4  I ,  clamped  a  lasso  on  Loyola  of  Chicago, 
48-40,  and  outscored  a  good-natured  Texas  A.  &  M. 
team,  55-34. 

The  annual  eastern  trip  challenged  the  Aggies. 
When  the  Cowboys  dropped  nine  points  behind  St. 
Joseph's  midway  in  the  first  half,  Don  Johnson  took  a 
firm  hold  of  the  Aggie  reins  and  never  turned  loose 
until  the  Aggies  had  downed  the  Philadelphia  team, 
57-46. 

With  Jack  Shelton  and  Gale  McArthur  fouling  out 
early  in  the  second  half,  the  Long  Island  Blackbirds 
used  their  towering  height  to  a  great  advantage  to 
hand  the  favored  Aggies  their  first  defeat,  a  38-3  I 
loss. 

The  second  game  with  Arkansas  resulted  in  a  44-36 
win  for  the  Aggie  hardwood  team.

Although  the  Aggies  finished  third  in  the  Okla- 
homa City  all-college  playoffs,  several  individual  hon- 
ors were  snagged  by  team  members.  Jack  Shelton 
grabbed  scoring  honors  with  42  points  on  12  field 
goals  and  18  of  24  free  throws.  "Big  Jack"  was  also 
named  for  the  all-star  team.  Bob  Seymour  was  placed 
on  the  second  team  while  Pilgrim  was  nominated  the 
best  free  throw  artist  as  he  dropped  I  3  of  14  charity 
tosses. 

The  Aggie  jinx  continued  with  a  41-40  loss  to  De- 
Paul  university,  displaying  a  fast  moving,  rolling  of- 
fense and  strong  defense.  With  that,  DePaul  became 
the  first  basketball  team  In  the  nation  to  defeat  the 
Aggies  three  times  on  their  homie  court.  Norman 
Pilgrim  and  Jack  Shelton  led  the  Ag  scoring  with  12 
markers  each. 

The  opening  defense  of  the  1950  Missouri  Valley 
conference  title  was  dealt  a  disheartening  blow  by 
Wichita  as  they  handed  the  crestfallen  Aggies  their 
second  defeat  by  one  point,  38-37.  A.  &  M.  had  sev- 
eral opportunities  to  knot  the  score  but  couldn't  tally 
with  the  pressure  on. 

The  losing  streak  broke  when  the  "reclaimed"  Cow- 
boys returned  to  home  grounds  and  climbed  on  the 
victory  trail  by  pounding  visiting  Drake,  56—27.  Then 
the  Iba  quintet  blasted  the  Sooners  back  to  Norman 
as  they  rung  up  a  rough  45-37  win  over  their  highly 
esteemed  rivals.  The  victory  enabled  the  Ags  to 
maintain  their  home  court  supremacy  over  the  Soon- 
ers, who  have  beaten  the  Iba  men  but  once  in  Galla- 
gher hall. 

The  momentum  of  the  Aggie  machine  collapsed 
Tulsa,  47-33.  This  win  slipped  the  team  Into  a  tie  for 
second  place  In  the  Missouri  Valley  conference.  Big 
Jack  Shelton's  rebounding,  the  scoring  of  McArthur 
and  a  tight  Aggie  defense  proved  to  be  the  domi- 
nant factors  in  the  victory.

Embarking  on  a  tour  around  the  fringe  of  the  coun- 
try's top  basketball  teams,  Iba's  ball  club  left  Still- 
water between  semesters  and  was  confronted  first 
with  DePaul.  With  little  Norm  Pilgrim  scoring  almost 
at  will,  the  Oklahoma  Aggies  evened  the  score  with 
the  Blue  Demons  by  defeating  them,  53-45. 

A  hustling  Loyola  university  team,  which  had  had 
trouble  hovering  near  the  .500  mark  most  of  the  sea- 
son, handed  the  Aggies  a  41-3  I  setback  and  one  of 
the  worst  losses  of  the  campaign.  The  Aggies,  com- 
pletely cold,  never  gained  the  lead  and  only  once 
looked  like  they  might  take  over. 

Relegating  A.  &  M.  to  a  "footnote"  position  In  the 
Missouri  Valley  conference  race,  St.  Louis  crinkled  the 
Pokes'  title  hopes  with  a  41-29  defeat.  The  well- 
tutored  and  Inspired  Bills  made  up  for  the  four 
straight  defeats  the  Aggies  had  handed  them  in  the 
past  two  seasons. 

Hank  Iba's  group  regained  its  balance  to  pull  an 
action-packed  51-49  victory  from  an  ambitious  Drake 
basketball  squad.  The  Ag  cagers  saw  a  seven-point 
lead  melt  to  a  three-point  deficit  at  one  time,  but  Its 
free  throw  corps  answered  the  call  with  25  points  dur- 
ing the  night  to  greatly  aid  In  the  win. 

A  short  but  hard-working  Pittsburgh  basketball 
team  made  Its  first  appearance  In  Gallagher  hall  but 
didn't  find  the  welcome  mat  extended  as  far  as  bas- 
ketball was  concerned.  The  visitors  were  turned  back 
43-34  by  a  hard-pressed  A.  &  M.  five.  Pilgrim  copped 
scoring  honors. 

Again  the  Ags  were  licked  and  title  hopes  deflated 
by  a  Detroit  win  of  40-39.  Although  more  evenly 
matched  than  the  football  squads,  the  Pokes  couldn't 
overcome  the  northerners'  athletic  prowess.  The  knife 
In  the  Aggies'  side  was  driven  deeper  when  the  Brad- 
ley Braves,  second-rung  team  in  national  cage  polls  at 
that  time,  scalped  the  team,  59-46.

Shelton  was  brilliant  as  the  Ags,  bouncing  back 
after  their  disastrous  northern  swing,  shellacked  De- 
troit university.  For  the  Pokes  it  meant  revenge  for 
the  earlier  beating  by  the  Titans  and  a  jump  to  within 
a  half  game  of  third  place  in  Valley  standings.  Limit- 
ing the  Titan  five  to  eight  field  goals,  the  Aggies 
looked  more  like  the  defensive  teams  of  old. 

hlltting  a  grand-slam  total  of  2  I  of  24  free  throw 
attempts,  the  Cowboys  went  on  to  beat  the  Wichita 
Wheatshockers,  49-40.  That  game  brought  the  Ag- 
gies' standing  to  15  wins  against  eight  defeats  and 
took  them  over  the  .500  mark  in  conference  play. 

The  Iba  men,  still  on  a  winning  rampage,  "out  de- 
fensed"  the  Tulsa  h^urricanes,  34-27,  in  a  Missouri 
Valley  conference  game.  For  the  Pokes  this  game 
served  as  a  real  test  preliminary  to  the  follov/Ing 
tussle  with  the  league-leading  Bradley  Braves.  But  the 
Iba  squad  flunked  the  Brave  contest  as  the  nation's 
No.  I  team  nudged  them  42-35  to  clinch  the  Missouri 
Valley  title.  The  game  was  not  as  clean  a  victory  as 
the  score  Indicates.  The  Aggies  played  on  even  terms 
with  the  powerful  Bradley  crew  and  at  various  points 
In  the  game,  the  Pokes  led  the  Braves  by  substantial 
margins. 

Bolstering  spirits  in  the  seasonal  home  stretch,  the 
smart-playing  Pokes  jabbed  the  Sooners,  48-37,  for 
the  second  time.  The  wild  clash  of  old  rivals  resulted 
in  61  fouls  being  called  during  the  contest.  Pilgrim 
was  high  scorer  with   17  points. 

To  wind  up  the  cage  season,  the  Aggie  team  nosed 
out  the  St.  Louis  Billikens,  37-35,  before  9,000  scream- 
ing fans  in  Gallagher  hall.  This  avenged  an  earlier 
loss  and  finished  a  year,  for  a  change,  when  the  wind- 
up  tangle  on  the  Cowboy  slate  meant  nothing  except 
another  tussle  between  two  of  the  nation's  better- 
known  teams.

WRESTLING 


For  the  lOth  consecutive  year,  Oklahoma  A.  &  M.,  under 
the  able  tutelage  of  mat  Coach  Art  Griffith,  came  up  with 
an  undefeated  wrestling  squad.  The  1950  team  record  shows 
that  the  Aggies  have  won  seven  dual  meets,  lost  none  and 
tied  none.  This  brings  the  Poke  grapplers  to  the  top  of  a 
new  record,  with  75  straight  dual-meet  victories  in  a  row. 

In  compiling  all-time  records  for  the  Aggies,  the  men  from 
A.  8(  M.  have  won  179  meets,  lost  five  and  tied  four  since 
1916  when  the  sport  was  first  introduced  in  Stillwater.  This  is 
a  record  unequaled  anywhere  in  the  annals  of  amateur 
wrestling. 

Not  only  outstanding  as  a  team  this  year,  but  also  individ- 
ually, the  Aggies  came  out  on  the  top  of  5 1  individual 
matches  while  dropping  only  two,  both  decisions.  To  round 
out  their  total  55  matches  for  this  season,  the  Aggies  fought 
out  two  of  their  matches  to  a  draw.  Of  the  5  I  wins,  22  were 
falls  and  29  decisions. 

Coach  Griffith  started  his  1950  season  with  20  men  on  his 
roster.  Among  them  were  six  returnees  from  his  1949  NCAA 
championship  team,  and  one  NCAA  champion,  Charles 
hHetrlck. 

In  the  first  meet  of  the  year,  the  Pokes  took  the  Sooners  to 
the  tune  of  30-0  in  the  second  annual  homecoming  for  Aggie 
wrestlers.  The  Colorado  Aggies  came  to  Stillwater  for  the 
Ags'  second  match  and  went  home  suffering  a  29-2  defeat 
at  the  hands  of  Griffith's  boys.  On  Feb.  8,  the  Pokes  were  in 
Atlanta,  Ga.,  meeting  the  matmen  of  Jack  Griffith,  son  of 
our  head  coach.  Griffith's  Georgia  Tech  grapplers  bowed  to 
Griffith's  Aggies  to  the  tune  of  36-0.  Just  for  good  meas- 
ure, the  Aggies  stopped  at  Chattanooga  and  rounded  out  a 
perfect  trip  with  a  34-0  win.  Kansas  State  was  the  first  team 
to  tangle  with  the  Cowboys  after  their  return  to  Gallagher 
hall  and  they  were  given  a  hot  reception  with  a  32-0  drub- 
bing. Next  foe  was  a  fairly  strong  Nebraska  squad  but  it  was 
no  match  for  the  ever-ready  Aggies  and  they  bowed,  2  1-3. 
The  Sooners  needed  another  convincing,  so  the  Orange  and 
Black  clad  boys  convinced  them  again,  this  time  2  1-7,  which 
made  the  14th  loss  In  a  row  to  the  Ags  by  the  Sooners  and 
an  all  time  record  of  36  A.  &  M.  wins,  one  loss  and  two  ties. 

With  the  close  of  the  season,  most  athletic  teams  pack  up 
for  a  good  long  rest,  but  not  so  with  Art  Griffith's  charges. 
On  the  contrary,  now  the  work  began  in  earnest  in  prepara- 
tion for  their  real  test  of  the  year,  the  annual  NCAA  meet. 
Cedar  Falls,  Iowa,  was  the  scene  of  the  collegiate  gathering 
this  year  on  March  24  and  25.  hlost  to  the  hundreds  of  con- 
testants was  the  Iowa  State  Teachers  college,  runners-up  to 
the  Aggies  for  NCAA  honors  last  year.

Potent  Iowa  State  Teachers  College  swept  the 
Aggies  out  of  first  place  in  the  National  Collegi- 
ate Athletic  Association  championships  for  the 
first  time  since  1947  in  the  matches  held  at 
Cedar  Falls,  Iowa,  by  amassing  30  points.  This 
was  the  third  time  in  the  19-year  history  of  the 
NCAA  meet  that  the  Aggies  did  not  come  out 
on  top.  The  Aggies  were  only  able  to  muster 
nine  points  in  taking  fifth  place  behind  Iowa 
State,  Purdue,  Cornell  and  Syracuse. 

The  Aggies  placed  three  men  in  the  semi- 
finals: Dick  hHutton,  heavyweight;  Charles  hlet- 
rick,  128,  and  Byron  Todd,  155.  hHutton  went  on 
to  take  the  heavyweight  title  while  Todd  won 
the  155  consolation  final.  Hetrlck  failed  to  place, 
hlutton's  win  makes  him  three-time  titleholder  of 
the  NCAA  heavyweight  class,  having  won  in 
l947-'48-'50.

The  Aggie  runners  hammered  out  an  astounding  record  in 
1949.  Coach  h^iggi^s  produced  what  was  probably  the  best 
track  team  ever  to  represent  the  school  and  drove  it  to 
smashing  victories  over  all  comers  in  the  Missouri  Valley 
conference. 

Glittering  from  the  very  start  of  the  season,  the  Poke  cin- 
der squad  cut  an  undefeated  swath  to  the  Missouri  Valley 
title,  Kansas  relay  title  and  Texas  relay  title.  Second  place 
honors  were  carried  off  by  A.  &  M.  thinclads  In  the  highly 
competitive  Drake  relays.  The  season  was  topped  off  by 
Aggie  participation  in  two  west-coast  invitational  meets  in 
which  they  were  defeated  only  by  Southern  California.

Outstanding  mainstays  for  the  Cowboy  racers  were  J.  R. 
Teakell,  senior  distance  man  and  captain  of  the  squad;  Ray 
Prohaska,  mile  and  two-mile  relay;  Dick  Stoipe,  blond  speed- 
er in  440  and  880-yard  relays;  hiarold  Tarrant,  half-mller  and 
a  middle  distance  man;  Benny  Aldridge,  dash  man,  and  Paul 
Efaw,  two-miler. 

The  A.  &  M.  track  squad  showed  surprising  strength  in  its 
first  dual  meet  with  McMurray  college.  The  HIgglns'  crew 
won  or  tied  for  first  place  in  all  but  two  events — discus  and 
440  relay. 

For  the  second  year  in  a  row,  the  Oklahoma  Aggie  team 
grabbed  third  place  in  the  Border  Olympics,  finishing  behind 
Texas  and  Texas  A.  &   M.  with   3  I    points. 

Bad  luck  rode  with  the  Aggies  In  the  following  Chicago 
relays  when  a  distance  man  broke  a  bone  in  his  foot,  forcing 
hHlgglns  to  withdraw  his  weakened  team  from  the  one-mile 
event.    The  Aggies  settled  for  third  place  In  the  meet. 

HIgglns'  runners  out-distanced  four  university  division  en- 
trants to  score  five  records  and  win  the  Aggie  relay  pre- 
views meet.  Poke  hustlers  won  five  of  the  six  university  relay 
events  and  amassed  a  total  of  92  points.

Proving  beyond  a  shadow  of  a  doubt  that 
Aggieland  is  the  site  of  the  greatest  all-around 
athletic  program,  the  Cowpokes  dethroned  the 
perennial  champion,  University  of  Texas,  and 
took  the  Texas  relay  crown  before  10,000 
thrilled  spectators. 

Ag  cindermen  wrapped  up  two  dual  meets  as 
they  sped  past  Colorado  Springs  and  rallied  In 
the  last  two  events  to  eke  past  the  University  of 
Colorado. 

In  the  KU  relays,  hiigglns  fielded  a  crack  team 
which  blistered  the  Sooners  and  relegated  them 
to  third  place,  while  the  Aggies  tied  MU  with  20 
points. 

Prohaska  won  distinction  in  the  Drake  medley 
by  placing  second  In  the  two-mile  event  and 
helped  hand  the  squad  second  place  in  the  over- 
all medley.  The  Cowboys  were  nosed  out  by 
Michigan  State  by  one  point. 

Tarrant  flew  to  a  half-mile  record  to  help  de- 
feat Oklahoma  university  for  the  fourth  straight 
year  as  he  ripped  off  the  880-yard  run  in  1.56.1, 
eight-tenths  of  a  second  faster  than  the  previous 
record. 

Continuing  to  hack  their  swath  to  Missouri 
Valley  and  regional  recognition,  the  trackmen 
won  their  sixth  dual  meet  by  easily  outspeeding 
the  Razorbacks.  Cowboy  speedsters  cracked 
five  records. 

To  conclude  the  season  the  cindermen  copped 
their  ninth  Missouri  Valley  title,  sweeping  by  the 
six  other  entries  for  the  '49  championship.

BASEBALL 


Triumphant  In  20  out  of  23  games  in  its  regular  season,  the 
Aggie  baseball  team  whacked  its  way  to  the  regional  NCAA 
playoffs  in  which  their  hopes  for  a  berth  in  the  NCAA  finals 
were  squashed  by  two  successive  Texas  Longhorn  victories. 
The  first  of  the  games  with  Texas  resulted  in  a  3-2  defeat  as 
Bill  hlutchison  lost  his  first  college  game  since  1946.  The 
second  Texas  win,  7—3,  clinched  the  regional  title  for  the 
Longhorn  nine. 

The  Cowpokes  won  the  Missouri  Valley  title  with  eight 
straight  wins  and  built  the  finest  seasonal  baseball  record  in 
A.  &  M.'s  long  sports  history. 

Frankie  Kempa,  A.  &  M.'s  smooth  little  second-sacker,  took 
the  individual  batting  honors  for  the  regular  season.  Final 
averages  gave  Kempa  .402  with  35  hits  In  87  turns.  Second 
was  the  veteran  centerflelder,  Nim  Free,  hitting  40  times  In 
106  trips  for  a  .377  average. 

Bob  Bartlett  .366,  John  Tabor  .361,  Charles  Franks  .338, 
Bo  Watson  .287,  Frank  Kellert  .279,  Morris  Neighbors  .274, 
Howard  Coleman  .265,  and  Mack  Bulger  .250  were  the  other 
regulars. 

For  the  second  straight  year  Bill  hHutchlson  was  an  unde- 
feated pitcher.  hHe  won  six.  Most  earned  run  average  be- 
longed to  B.  L.  (Turk)  Tomllnson,  who  allowed  1.78  runs  per 
game.  Tomllnson  won  five,  lost  two.  Jim  Ward  led  In  strike- 
outs, fanning  27. 

Departmental  leaders  included  Kempa,  with  34  runs  and 
five  sacrifice  hits,  leading  those  departments;  Free  with  40 
hits,  Watson  with  10  two-baggers,  Free  and  Bulger  with  three 
triples.  Tabor  with  five  homeruns  and  52  total  bases. 

Tabor  walked  23  times  and  fanned  15  times,  leading  also  in 
those  departments.  Coleman  was  hit  three  times  by  pitcher 
and  Kellert  paced  runs  batted  In  with  3  I. 

As  a  complete  team  the  Aggies  batted  .298  for  the 
season. 

Men  that  played  their  last  college  baseball  for  the  Aggies 
in  the  1949  season  were  hHoward  (Red)  Coleman,  catcher; 
Tom  Jaquet,  pitcher  and  Poke  basketball  star;  B.  L.  (Turk) 
Tomllnson,  a  mainstay  on  the  pitching  staff  for  the  past  four 
years;  Bill  (Red)  Hutchison,  a  three-year  letterman  on  the 
mound  staff;  Franklin  Kellert,  an  aggressive  firstbaseman  who 
led  the  Aggies  in  homeruns  in  the  '48  season;  Bo  Watson,  a 
fine  shortstop  who  played  for  the  Boomers  in  his  off  season, 
and  Nim  Free,  the  fine  centerflelder  who  played  three  sea- 
sons. 

Two  of  Coach  Toby  Green's  reserves  who  helped  promote 
Aggie  success  were  Charley  Franks,  pinch-hitting  utility  In- 
fielder,  and  Stanley  Gwinn,  left  field  letterman.

Oklahoma  A.  &  M.'s  par-busting  golf  team 
won  its  second  conference  title  in  a  row  with  an 

stroke  victory  for  54  holes  over  the  nearest 
opponents.  Bo  Wininger  fired  a  201,  shooting  a 
five  under  par  the  final  18  holes,  to  wrest  the 
ead  away  from  teammate  Loddie  Kempa  who 
had  led  the  field  of  28  golfers  for  the  first  36 
holes.  This  win  was  Wininger's  third  consecutive 
Missouri  Valley  title. 

Wininger,  state  amateur  king,  was  trailing 
Loddie  Kempa  by  a  single  stroke  at  the  end  of 
the  first  36  of  54  holes  in  the  tournament.  The 
short,  stocky  Guthrie  lad,  playing  in  a  driving 
rain,  rallied  to  edge  Kempa,  201-203.  Kempa, 
national  left-handed  champion,  wound  up  second 
in  the  meet. 

Wininger,  a  senior,  along  with  Kempa,  Dick 
Turner  and  Dick  Miller,  posted  a  54  total  of  833 
for  a  three  under  par. 

Wichita,  Drake,  Detroit  and  Tulsa  tied  for  sec- 
ond place  with  913,  while  Bradley  posted  a  957 
for  sixth.    St.  Louis  was  seventh.

Organized  in  1909,  the  varsity  "O"  club  is  the  oldest  student  organization 
on  the  campus  of  Oklahoma  A.  &  M.  College  and  occupies  a  high  position  among 
student  organizations.

Claiming  one  of  the  largest  memberships 
among  campus  coeds  is  the  Women's  Athletic 
association,  this  year  functioning  under  the  larg- 
est sports  program  ever  undertaken  for  women 
on  the  A.  &  M.  campus. 

Founded  on  the  A.  &  M.  campus  in  1920,  the 
WAA  strives  to  promote  good  health,  coopera- 
tion, sportsmanship  and  play.  It  also  succeeds  in 
making  women's  groups  on  the  campus  better 
known  to  each  other  through  a  series  of  sports 
tournaments  running  throughout  the  year. 

A  combination  of  individual  and  team  sports 
contest  was  held  throughout  the  year  for  all 
women  students.  The  highlight  of  the  year  is  the 
award  given  to  the  sorority  and  dormitory  floor 
with  the  highest  number  of  points  accumulated 
through  participation  in  all  the  activities  of  the 
year.

INTRAMURAl 


The  highly  organized  program  of  intramural 
athletics  constitutes  an  important  segment  in  the 
college  career  of  most  Aggie  men  students 
whose  wholehearted  participation  encourages 
further  expansion  of  activities  and  facilities. 

Intramural  competition  at  Oklahoma  A.  &  M. 
is  not  primarily  for  the  athlete  of  varsity  caliber 
— it  is  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  every  stu- 
dent, regardless  of  skill  or  ability,  for  essential 
physical  and  recreational  activities. 

Approximately  40  percent  of  the  men  students 
participated  in  intramural  sports.  The  program 
supplied  many  more  with  an  outlet  for  spectator 
interest  throughout  the  year. 

Approximately  3,000  men  participated  in  the 
17  sports  that  included  basketball,  touch  football, 
Softball,  volleyball,  tennis,  golf,  track,  wrestling, 
table  tennis,  swimming,  bowling,  handball,  aerial 
darts,  badminton  and  horseshoes.

All- 
college  playoffs  are  staged  between  independent 
and  fraternity  division  winners  in  the  major 
sports.

The  Chicks  also  took  the  all-college  title  in 
touch  football  in  which  68  teams  and  88  I  men 
participated.  Beta  Theta  Pi  and  SAE  emerged 
from  interfraternity  play  with  first  and  second 
place,  respectively. 

All-college  fall  tennis  singles  tournaments  were 
dominated  by  Fred  Knudsen,  winner,  and  Jim 
Ritchie,  runnerup,  who  topped  30  other  entries. 
First  and  second  place  winners  in  the  doubles 
were  Joe  Adams,  Jack  McMahan,  T.  Y.  Fang  and 
Julio  Laredo,  respectively.

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MIIITARY  DEPARTMENT  HEAD 

Colonel  Pete  T.  Heffner,  head  of  the  Oklahoma  A.  &  M.  College  military  department,  is  senior 
officer  of  the  department  with  32  years  of  service  in  the  United  States  army.  hHe  became  head  of  the 
ROTC  unit  in  1945,  after  serving  as  commanding  officer  of  the  342nd  Infantry  regiment  of  the  82nd 
division  during  the  second  World  war  In  both  the  European  and  Pacific  theaters. 

Colonel  Heffner  was  commissioned  as  a  second  Lieutenant  in  November  of  1917,  and  served  his 
first  tour  of  duty  with  the  35th  infantry  along  the  Mexican  border  when  Pancho  Villa  led  the  unsuccess- 
ful Mexican  uprising. 

After  the  first  World  war,  he  served  In  the  hiawaiian  theater,  and  also  headed  the  Arkansas  dis- 
trict of  the  Civilian  Conservation  Corps  in   1941  and   1942. 

During  the  second  World  war,  Colonel  hleffner  was  for  a  time  acting  chief  of  staff  of  the  7th 
armored  division  in  Europe,  and  also  led  the  combat  armored  command  of  the  7th  division  In  a  bridge 
head  operation  below  Metz,  Germany. 

He  has  attended  many  schools  during  his  career.  He  attended  the  basic  Infantry  school  In  1920 
and  the  tank  school  in  1940,  both  of  which  are  located  at  Fort  Benning,  Georgia.  He  is  a  graduate  of 
the  Command  and  General  Staff  school.  Fort  Leavenworth,  Kansas,  and  the  Army  War  college,  Wash- 
ington, D.  C.  He  also  attended,  as  one  of  a  select  class,  the  special  disarmament  school  held  in  Lon- 
don, England,  in   1944. 

Colonel  Heffner  also  attended  Colorado  college  and  was  at  one  time  backfleld  coach  at  Clem- 
son  college. 

For  his  outstanding  service  to  nls  country.  Colonel  Heffner  has  been  awarded  the  sliver  star,  the 
purple  heart,  the  legion  of  merit,  the  bronze  star,  the  French  croIx  de  guerre,  combat  infantry  badge, 
and  the  Pacific  and  European  theater  ribbons.

Lieutenant  Colonel  Ralph  A.  Brann,  professor  of 
air  science  and  tactics  at  Oklahoma  A.  &  M.  Col- 
lege, has  been  at  the  college  one  year.  He  arrived 
to  take  over  the  airforce  unit  of  the  military  de- 
partment when  the  airforce  was  separated  from 
the  ground  forces. 

hie  was  commissioned  and  given  his  wings  at 
Kelly  Airforce  base  in  1939.

The  cadet  corps  staff  of  the  ROTC  unit  at  Oklahoma  A.  &  M.  College  is  the  co- 
ord'nating  and  command  group  of  the  corps.  Its  membership,  chosen  by  a  board  of 
officers  in  the  military  department,  is  composed  of  men  from  all  branches  of  the  ROTC. 
The  cadet  first  colonel  is  the  commanding  officer  of  the  corps  staff  and  of  the  entire 
ROTC  corps,  which  is  composed  of  the  airforce  wing,  the  infantry  regiment  and  the 
composite  regiment. 


As  traditional  as  the  Freshman  queen,  the 
Honorary  Cadet  Colonel  of  the  Oklahoma 
A.  &  M.  ROTC  corps  is  chosen  annually 
from  a  highly  select  group  of  campus  co- 
eds. The  Honorary  Cadet  Colonel  is  elect- 
ed by  the  entire  cadet  corps,  so  that  basic 
cadets  along  with  the  advanced  cadet  offi- 
cers will  have  a  chance  to  participate  in  the 
election.  The  Honorary  Cadet  Colonel  at- 
tends all  the  military  functions  of  the  corps 
during  the  year,  including  the  formal  re- 
views, and  is  crowned  at  the  annual  spring 
military  ball,  considered  to  be  one  of  the 
finest  dances  held  on  the  campus  each  year.

The  airforce  wing  of  the  Oklahoma  A.  &  M.  ROTC 
cadet  corps  is  the  youngest  unit  of  the  corps,  having 
been  established  only  three  years  ago.  The  wing  is 
composed  of  nearly  800  basic  and  advanced  ROTC 
airforce  cadets. 

Because  of  the  separation  from  the  ground  forces, 
airforce  nomenclature  and  identifying  terms  are  com- 
pletely different,  even  though  the  terms  are  synony- 
mous. The  wing  is  the  equivalent  of  the  ground  force 
regiment,  a  group  is  the  equivalent  to  the  battalion, 
and  the  squadron  is  the  equivalent  to  the  company. 

The  separation  from  the  ground  forces  granted  the 
airforce  autonomy,  and  complete  control  over  admin- 
istrative, operational,  procurement  and  budget  ac- 
tivities 


The  professor  of  air  science  and  tactics  and  his 
staff  have  been  trained  to  instruct  all  cadets  in  the 
basic  qualities  of  the  military.  When  a  student  de- 
cides to  enroll  in  the  advanced  ROTC  course,  he  has 
an  opportunity  to  learn  about  logistics,  air  opera- 
tions AF  administration,  supply  and  maintenance 
engineering. 

Upon  the  completion  of  the  advanced  corps,  the 
cadet  will  either  receive  a  reserve  commission  as  a 
second  lieutenant  or  if  the  student  has  shown  much 
initiative,  military  ability,  and  wide  scope  of  knowl- 
edge and  integrity,  the  cadet  may  receive  a  regular 
commission  in  the  regular  airforce.

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COMPOSITE  REGIMENT 


The  composite  regiment  of  the  ROTC  unit  at  Okla- 
homa A.  &  M.  College  is  a  combination  regiment  of 
three  battalions,  the  engineer,  signal  corps  and  ord- 
nance. 

The  engineering  reserve  officers  training  corps  unit 
of  the  composite  regiment  Is  often  said  to  be  the  hard- 
est course  of  study  in  the  ROTC  program.  The  engi- 
neering ROTC  student  must  perfect  his  knowledge  in  all 
types  of  combat,  bridge  construction,  road  mainte- 
nance, demolitions  and  many  other  combat  engineering 
duties. 

The  signal  corps  also  requires  much  study  and  train- 
ing. In  the  basic  courses  during  the  sophomore  year, 
the   student   is   taught   the   different   organizations    and 


missions  of  the  signal  corps.  Upon  enrollment  In  the  ad- 
vanced course,  the  cadet  is  given  thorough  training  in 
all  forms  of  communication,  plus  schooling  in  adminis- 
trative procedure,  darkroom  technique  and  vv'eapons 
and  marksmanship. 

The  youngest  service  In  the  ROTC  unit  is  the  ord- 
nance branch.  Begun  three  years  ago.  It  has  grown 
until  It  now  ranks  among  the  top  departments  in  both 
equipment  and  instructors. 

The  advance  courses  of  ordnance  are  built  around  the 
different  phases  of  ordnance  training  with  the  emphasis 
on  fire  control,  small  arms,  automotive  and  ammunition 
material,  plus  work  In  combat  Intelligence,  command 
and  staff.

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INFANTRY  REGIMENT 


The  infantry  regiment  ot  the  Oklahoma  A.  &  M.  Col- 
lege ROTC  cadet  corps  has  the  distinction  of  being  the 
descendant  of  the  oldest  branch  of  service  in  the  mili- 
tary department. 

When  the  college  was  founded,  a  provision  of  the 
Morrill  act  made  it  compulsory  for  students  to  take 
some  form  of  military  training,  and  the  first  course 
taught  was  knowledge  about  the  "foot  soldier."  This 
was  more  than  20  years  before  the  ROTC  came  into 
existence. 

Like  the  rest  of  the  branches,  all  cadets  who  com- 
plete the  basic  infantry  course  are  eligible  to  enroll  in 
the  advanced  course  and  enter  into  competition  for  a 
regular  commission. 

Because  it  is  the  largest  regiment  in  the  corps,  the 
infantry  confers  more  commissions  each  year  than  any 
other  branch.    Also,  because  of  the  training  given  in  the 


infantry,  it  isn't  unusual  for  the  cadet  corps  staff  to  have 
a  majority  of  infantry  cadet  officers  on  it. 

Leadership,  drill  and  exercise  of  command  are 
stressed  in  both  the  two-year  basic  course  and  in  the 
two-year  advanced  course  of  infantry  training.  Besides 
these  three  broad  subjects,  intensive  study  is  also  given 
in  the  advanced  course  to  combat  tactics  of  the  infan- 
try battalion  and  company  in  defense  and  in  attack,  a 
broad  knowledge  is  gained  by  studying  troop  move- 
ments, organization  of  infantry  units,  estimate  of  situ- 
ation and  combat  orders,  and  all  fields  that  an  infantry 
officer  should  know. 

All  graduates  of  the  advanced  course  of  infantry 
training  receive  a  second  lieutenant's  commission  in  the 
U.  S.  army  reserve  and  many  have  the  opportunity  of 
accepting  a  regular  commission.

The  local  chapter  of  Pershing  Rifles,  company  "C,"  7th  regiment,  has  had 
its  name  altered  three  times  since  it  was  first  organized  on  the  Oklahoma  A.  &  M. 
College  campus  In  1929  under  the  society,  "Fourragere."  Chartered  as  com- 
pany "A"  of  the  5th  regiment  of  Pershing  Rifles,  national  military  fraternity  for 
basic  ROTC  students,  on  April  22,  1932,  the  charter  was  changed  to  company 
"C"  of  the  2nd  regiment.    The  following  year  the  present  charter  was  issued. 

Proficiency  in  military  science  and  tactics  based  on  high  standards  of  drill 
and  discipline  characterize  the  organization  of  Pershing  Rifles.  Founded  at  the 
University  of  Nebraska  in  1896,  Pershing  Rifles  bears  the  name  of  Its  founder, 
John  J.  Pershing,  who  was  at  that  time  commandant  of  cadets.  During  the 
Spanish-American  war,  a  military  unit  composed  solely  of  Pershing  Riflemen  re- 
ceived distinction  as  a  result  of  successful  maneuvers  and  action.

The  local  chapter  of  Pershing  Rifles,  which  was  inacti- 
vated during  the  war,  was  reorganized  In  1947.  Mem- 
bers of  Pershing  Rifles  act  as  ushers  and  are  responsible 
for  the  presentation  of  colors  at  home  football  games, 
furnish  a  color  guard  for  the  reviews  of  the  cadet  corps 
and  provide  honor  guards  for  other  special  military  oc- 
casions and  activities. 

Prominent  in  service  rendered  to  the  college  and  so- 
cial activities  Pershing  Rifles  has  an  active  membership 
on  the  campus  of  approximately  80  members  and  offi- 
cers. All  members  must  demonstrate  leadership  and  a 
high  degree  of  scholarship  in  military  instruction. 

Company  C-7  of  Pershing  Rifles  has  had  possession 
of  the  national  rifle  trophy,  won  at  the  national  drill  and 
rifle  competition  meet,  for  the  past  two  years  of  1948 
and    1949. 

Traditional  activities  of  the  organization  include 
"courtesy  week,"  which  is  a  period  of  pledge  training 


planned  to  prepare  the  pledge  to  understand  the  true 
significance  of  military  science  and  tactics.  Each  day, 
distinctive  programs  are  outlined  emphasizing  the 
work  and  play  of  military  action.  During  the  week, 
the  pledges  are  formed  twice  daily,  at  7  a.  m. 
and  again  at  5  p.  m.  During  their  formation  the  pledges 
are  drilled,  given  calisthenics  and  pledge  instruction. 
Unique  pledge  activities  include  the  guarding  of  girls' 
residence  halls  and  sororities,  cutting  square  corners, 
counting  cadence,  issuance  of  commands  to  themselves 
while  moving  across  the  campus  and  sounding  time  upon 
entering  campus  buildings. 

Climax  of  "courtesy  week"  is  an  all-night  maneuver 
based  on  strategy  studied  during  the  previous  week. 
Final  action  before  initiation  is  a  military  examination 
which  ascertains  the  degree  of  military  proficiency  and 
understanding  the  pledges  have  attained.

Another  national  trophy  was  added  in  1949  to  the  Oklahoma  A.  &  M.  mili- 
tary department's  long  list  of  honors  and  distinctions  when  the  ROTC  rifle  team 
won  the  national  hlearst  matches  in  competition  with  more  than  1,000  colleges 
and  universities. 

The  victory  marked  the  first  time  the  hlearst  trophy  had  been  won  by  an 
A.  &  M.  team.  Along  with  this,  the  team  took  top  honors  in  the  4th  army 
matches,  the  4th  Army  h^earst  matches  and  the  National  Intercollegiate  sectional 
matches.  Also,  more  than  20  postal  matches,  many  against  the  best  teams  in  the 
nation,  were  put  on  the  victory  side  of  the  ledger  by  Aggie  shooters. 

Two  individuals  on  the  team  also  received  national  distinction.  They  were 
Leslie  Stephenson,  who  won  the  national  high  individual  score  for  the  hlearst 
matches,  and  David  Hamilton,  who  was  listed  on  the  all-American  rifle  team. 

First  Sgt.  Roy  Edwards,  range  sergeant  for  the  past  two  years,  guided  the 
team.  Captain  John  M.  Shaw,  an  Aggie  graduate,  was  newly-appointed  range 
officer. 

Officers  for  the  team  were  John  hHamilton  and  Jim  Bob  Smith,  captains  of 
the  ground  and  airforce  teams,  and  Barney  Neal,  secretary-treasurer  for  the 
combined  teams.

"K"  company,  second  regiment  of  Scabbard  and  Blade,  the  Oklahoma 
A.  &  M.  College  chapter  of  the  national  honorary  military  fraternity,  completed 
one  of  its  most  successful  years  since  the  organization  received  its  charter  at 
A.  &  M.  in    1920. 

Scabbard  and  Blade  was  founded  at  the  University  of  Wisconsin  in  the  fall 
of  1904  by  five  cadets.  These  men  saw  a  need  for  an  organization  to  unite  in 
closer  relationship  the  students  of  like  Interests  and  ambitions  of  military  depart- 
ments of  the  various  colleges  and  universities  of  this  country.  From  this  small, 
group  a  nation-wide  fraternity  has  evolved  and  its  alumni  have  taken  their  place 
as  leaders  in  military  affairs  in  civilian  communities.  During  Its  30  years  of  exist- 
ence, "K"  company  of  Scabbard  and  Blade  has  become  the  nation's  foremost 
college  military  organization. 

The  membership  roll,  boosted  by  a  large  enrollment  In  the  advanced  courses 
In  military  science,  was  over  the  70  mark.  The  rifle  team  of  "K"  company  won 
the  society's  national  trophy  in  marksmanship,  in  competition  with  the  80  other 
companies.  Two  pledge  classes,  largest  in  the  Oklahoma  A.  &  M.  chapter's  his- 
tory, showed  spirit  and  leadership.

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The  intramural  football  team  proved  military  men 
could  be  very  proficient  in  sports  by  winning  six  games, 
and  losing  out  in  the  playoffs  after  a  hard  fought  game 
with  a  team  which  later  won  the  championship. 

The  military  society's  membership  is  composed  of 
men  who  show  leadership  ability,  have  good  character, 
and  who  have  a  good  scholastic  rating.  To  be  eligible 
for  membership,  a  man  must  have  completed  at  least 
one  semester  of  advanced  military  science  with  a  "B" 
average,  and  have  an  overall  grade  point  average  of 
better  than  2.0.  The  service  bar  of  the  fraternity,  which 
is  worn  on  the  student's  ROTC  uniform,  is  a  red  and  blue 
bar,  superimposed  with  five  gold  stars. 

The  military  organization  acted  as  an  honor  guard 
when  Major  General  hiandy,  of  the  Fourth  army,  visited 
the  campus.  It  marked  the  first  time  the  commanding 
officer  had  visited  Oklahoma  A.  &  M.  College. 

The  highlight  In  the  social  calendar  of  the  organiza- 
tion is  the  formal  banquet  which  is  held  each  semester 
before  the  Officers  club  military  ball.  A  party  was 
given  by  the  military  society  for  the  members  and 
pledges  of  Alpha  Chi  Omega  sorority  in  appreciation 
for  the  entertainment  given  by  the  sorority  at  the  annual 
spring  banquet  of  the  fraternity  last  June. 


"hieinie  week,  "  during  which  time  new  pledges  are 
trained  for  membership  in  the  fraternity,  is  held  once 
each  semester.  During  the  week,  pledges  are  required 
to  attend  two  formations  dally.  At  the  formations,  the 
helnies  drill  the  "heinie  company"  to  obtain  practice  in 
command,  take  calisthenics  and  receive  other  pledge 
instruction.  Other  pledge  duties  consist  of  supplying 
members  with  cigarets,  chewing  gum  and  candy,  ad- 
dressing members  as  "general,"  polishing  the  cannons 
on  the  campus  and  carrying  large  wooden  sabers.  The 
highlight  of  the  "hell-week"  Is  a  tactical  problem  on 
Saturday  during  which  the  pledges  must  take  a  hiill  from 
the  members.  On  Sunday  morning,  formal  Initiation, 
followed  by  a  breakfast  given  in  honor  of  the  new  mem- 
bers, Is  held. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Dwight  h^atche^,  captain  of 
"K"  company,  the  organization  has  secured  its  position 
as  the  top  military  organization  on  the  campus.  Its 
members  have  proved  their  ability  by  being  named  to 
nearly  all  of  the  top  ranks  in  the  ROTC  corps.  Five  out 
of  seven  officers  on  the  corps  staff  are  Blade  members 
and  top  rank  in  the  infantry,  airforce  and  composite 
regiments  were  awarded  to  deserving  members  of  the 
organization.

Its  goal  was  realized  when  dele- 
gates of  clubs  from  A.  &  M.  and  other  colleges  were  granted  charters  of  affilia- 
tion through  an  organization  known  as  the  student  section  of  the  American  Farm 
Economic  association.

The  Agronomy  club  is  composed  of  students  interested  in  field  crops,  soils 
and  related  fields.  It  was  founded  in  1922  and  affiliated  with  the  junior  section 
of  the  American  Society  of  Agronomy  in  1934.  The  purpose  of  the  club  is  for 
its  members  to  have  fellowship  and  widen  their  acquaintance  in  the  field  of 
agronomy.    The  chapter  is  the  largest  and  most  active  in  the  nation. 

The  club  sponsored  the  crops  judging  team  which  won  national  and  interna- 
tional championships  at  Kansas  City  and  Chicago,  respectively.  The  team  was 
first  at  Kansas  City  with  first,  second,  and  eighth  high  individuals  and  at  Chicago 
the  team  was  first  with  first,  third  and  fourth  high  individuals.  The  team  had  the 
highest  team  score  and  the  highest  individual  score  ever  made  at  Chicago.  In 
the  national  essay  contest  sponsored  annually  by  the  American  Society  of  Agron- 
omy for  men  doing  undergraduate  work  in  agronomy,  club  members  placed  first, 
second  and  fourth  this  year.  Abstracts  of  the  three  high  place  papers  were  pub- 
lished in  the  Agronomy  Journal.

The  club  sponsors  a  junior  college  crops  judging  con- 
test and  awards  medals  and  other  prizes  to  the  high 
teams  and  Individuals.  A  freshman-sophomore  and  a 
junior-senior  intercollegiate  judging  contest  Is  held  each 
year  and  is  open  to  anyone  who  wishes  to  enter.  Also 
sponsored  by  the  club  Is  an  annual  FFA  judging  contest. 
The  1949  contest  attracted  90  teams  to  the  A.  &  M. 
campus  or  a  total  of  275  individuals.  Plans  are  being 
prepared  for  next  near's  contest  which  Is  expected  to  be 
even  larger. 

Each  year,  about  the  beginning  of  the  new  semester, 
the  club  publishes  a  news  letter  containing  departmen- 
tal news,  functions  of  the  club,  and  addresses  and  activ- 
ities of  alumni.  This  publication  Is  well  received  by 
alumni  in  the  field. 

The  club  enters  a  float  In  the  homecoming  parade. 
This  year  it  depicted  the  baling  of  the  Kansas  Jay- 
hawks.  The  float  utilized  four  pieces  of  machinery  and 
10  men,  and  though  nearly  a  "parade  In  Itself"  it  did  not 
take  the  honors. 

Each  year  at  the  beginning  of  the  fall  semester  the 
club  sets  up  a  series  of  objectives  to  be  carried  out 
during  the  school  year.    This  year  they  Included  com- 


pletion of  a  memorial  case  containing  pictures  and  rec- 
ords of  all  alumni  killed  in  World  war  II,  redecoratlon  of 
exhibit  cases  in  the  clubroom  and  the  making  of  a  per- 
manent sign  to  designate  the  club  room. 

Each  year  the  faculty  and  a  committee  from  the  club 
select  an  outstanding  senior  In  both  field  crops  and 
soils.  They  are  selected  on  a  basis  of  scholarship,  per- 
sonality and  leadership.  Last  year  they  were  Bob 
Wright  from  field  crops  and  Don  Fourier  from  soils. 
They  are  now  both  in  the  field  with  the  soil  conservation 
service. 

The  main  social  event  of  the  year  is  the  spring  picnic 
given  by  the  club  for  all  members,  dates  and  faculty. 
It  is  an  all  day  affair  with  dancing  and  games  and  cli- 
maxed with  a  Softball  game  between  the  students  and 
faculty.  Clay  Potts  serves  dinner  at  noon  and  refresh- 
ments are  available  during  the  afternoon. 

Besides  the  business  meeting,  a  social  meeting  Is  held 
each  month.  This  meeting  gives  an  opportunity  for  fel- 
lowship and  presents  entertainment  by  club  members  or 
local  talent.  Guest  speakers  from  the  field  of  Agricul- 
ture or  closely  related  fields  are  brought  before  the  club 
after  selection  by  the  executive  council.

The  American  Institute  of  Electrical  Engineers  was  founded  In  1896  for  the 
purpose  of  advancing  the  theory  and  practice  of  electrical  engineering  and  of 
the  allied  arts  and  sciences  and  the  maintenance  of  a  high  professional  standing 
among  Its  members.  The  A.  &  M.  branch  of  A.  I.  E.  E.  was  reactivated  In  1945, 
and  at  the  present  time  It  has  over  250  active  members.  Regularly  enrolled  stu- 
dents in  the  School  of  Electrical  Engineering  are  eligible  for  student  membership 
In  the  association. 

The  objectives  of  the  student  branches  are  to  develop  initiative  and  famil- 
iarity with  technical  society  procedure,  and  to  encourage  association  among 
students  of  electrical  engineering.

The  Oklahoma  A.  &  M.  chapter  of  the  American  Insti- 
tute of  Electrical  Engineers  has  a  double  purpose:  (I)  to 
provide  a  link  with  the  profession  and  acquaint  double-E 
students  with  real  life  problems;  and  (2)  to  serve  as  a 
means  of  training  students  In  the  preparation  and  pre- 
sentation of  formal  technical  papers. 

This  society,  though  primarily  concerned  with  such 
items  as  wheatstone  bridges  and  electrons,  does  per- 
form a  structural  feat  in  "bridging"  the  gap  between 
electrical  engineering  as  a  college  major  and  electrical 
engineering  as  a  trade.

The  growth  In  enrollment  Is  paral- 
leled by  that  of  the  profession,  which  Is  continuing  to 
expand  through  research  and  development. 

Membership  In  the  student  branch  Is  open  to  any 
undergraduate  electrical  engineer  after  his  freshman 
year,  but  the  presentation  of  papers  in  the  seminar  work 


is  restricted  to  seniors.  Each  student  member  has  the 
opportunity  of  becoming  a  full  member  of  the  society 
upon  graduation. 

Meetings  are  held  regularly  and  many  interesting 
programs  have  been  arranged.  Several  outstanding 
guest  speakers  have  appeared  here  during  the  past 
year,  providing  a  direct  contact  with  the  practicing 
fields. 

But  all  is  not  technical,  since  the  electrical  engineers 
at  A.  &  M.  sometimes  discard  books,  slide  rules,  and 
electrons  for  a  strictly  social  hour.  Several  smoker  and 
coffee  drinking  sessions  have  been  held  during  the  past 
year.  Smoker  fumes  have  been  known  to  corrode  the 
generators  and  bathe  the  Engineering  building  with  a 
purplish  haze.

Modern  industry  has  found  an  increasing  need  for  engineers  who  under- 
stand the  "human  element"  In  industry.  This  need  is  met  by  the  industrial  engi- 
neer. The  industrial  engineer's  ranks  have  grown  to  proportions  equal  to  well- 
established  branches  of  engineering.  An  organization  was  soon  found  necessary 
as  a  means  to  coordinate  and  exchange  ideas  and  experiences.  Recognizing  the 
potential  value  of  such  a  national  organization,  industrial  engineers  formed  the 
AIIE  in  the  spring  months  of  1948  at  Dayton,  Ohio.  Local  professional  and  stu- 
dent chapters  soon  followed. 

The  Oklahoma  A.  &  M.  student  chapter  of  AIIE  is  one  of  the  most  recent 
arrivals  to  the  Aggie  campus.  On  March  10,  1949,  the  local  chapter  drew  its 
first  breath  as  the  seventh  chapter  of  AIIE  to  be  formed.  Actually,  it  was  an  out- 
growth of  a  local  Society  of  Industrial  Engineers,  consisting  of  students  in  indus- 
trial engineering,  which  had  its  beginning  in    1924. 

This  chapter  furnished  an  opportunity  for  student  social  and  educational

necessary  in  industry  today.  Some  of  these  functions 
include  "first  meeting"  smoker  field  trips  to  Oklahoma 
industries,  dinner  party  honoring  graduating  seniors, 
motion  pictures  of  industrial  engineering  problems  and 
developments  in  industry  and  short  discussions  and  talks 
by  various  professional  men. 

The  industrial  engineering  curriculum  was  intioduced 
into  the  Division  of  Engineering  at  Oklahoma  A.  &  M. 
College  by  Prof.  hi.  S.  Thuesen  in  1925.  The  course  is 
basically  engineering  with  its  foundation  in  mathematics 
and  the  sciences,  but  the  emphasis  is  upon  the  human 
factors  and  the  economic  aspects  which  are  essential  in 
engineering  work. 

This  course  may  be  divided  into  two  classes:  those  in 
which  the  science  and  practices  of  industry  are  taught 
and  those  in  which  the  student  learns  how  the  human, 
economic  and  technical  factors  of  engineering  are  co- 
ordinated. 

To  give  the  student  an  opportunity  to  integrate  these 
two  classes,  the  course  in  factory  and  industrial  planning 
was  added  in   1928.    In  this  course,  the  student  applies 


such  subjects  as  engineering  economy,  industrial  organi- 
zation, principles  of  management,  motion  and  time 
study,  tool  design,  and  labor  relations,  as  well  as  many 
other  subjects  in  basic  engineering.  Thus,  it  represents 
a  culmination  of  engineering  studies  in  general  and  in- 
dustrial material  in  particular. 

Several  courses  in  accounting,  economics  and  business 
administration  are  also  required,  as  working  knowledge 
of  economics,  finance  and  human  relations  is  essential 
to  engineering  leadership. 

Industrial  engineering  is  thus  the  art  and  science  of 
management  and  engineering  which  attempts  to  get 
maximum  yield  from  industrial,  commercial,  domestic 
and  other  fields  of  human  endeavor. 

The  industrial  engineer  goes  into  the  world  prepared 
to  engage  in  the  technical  and  managerial  phases  of  in- 
dustry. Activity  in  such  organizations  as  the  AIIE,  aids 
the  graduate  in  his  ability  to  get  along  with  people. 
This  ability  to  cooperate  with  people  when  combined 
with  the  technical  knowledge  acquired  produces  the 
well-rounded  individual.

Beta  Alpha  Psi,  national  honorary  and  professional  accounting  fraternity, 
was  founded  Feb.  12,  19  19,  at  the  University  of  Illinois.  Chi  chapter  is  the  22nd 
chapter  of  the  fraternity  and  was  installed  on  the  Oklahoma  A.  &  M.  College 
campus  on  May  16,  1939.  The  rules  of  conduct  fostered  by  Beta  Alpha  Psi  are 
positive  in  character  and  relate  primarily  to  the  individual  department  of  the 
young  accountant  as  an  employee  of  a  firm  of  professional  accountants,  or  as  an 
employee  of  a  business  enterprise. 

The  purpose  of  the  fraternity  is  to  encourage  and  foster  the  idea  of  service 
as  the  basis  of  the  profession;  to  promote  the  study  of  accounting  with  the  view 
of  securing  the  highest  ideals;  to  act  as  a  medium  between  professional  men, 
instructors,  students  and  others  interested  In  the  development  of  the  profession; 
and  to  maintain  high  scholastic  standards  In  its  members. 

Membership  is  restricted  to  accounting  majors  and  minors  who  have  com- 
pleted not  less  than  12  semester  hours  of  work  in  accounting  with  a  grade-point 
average  of  3.0  and  whose  general  average  In  all  subjects  falls  not  lower  than  2.5.

Blue  Key,  national  honorary  leadership  fraternity  for  men,  was  organized  on 
the  campus  of  the  University  of  Florida  in  1924.  The  man  who  conceived  the 
idea  for  Blue  Key,  and  who  led  in  its  organization,  was  Maj.  B.  C.  Riley,  then  on 
the  university  faculty,  and  now  the  national  president  of  the  fraternity. 

Major  Riley  felt  that  college  men  had  ability  and  sincerity  that  was  not  be- 
ing put  to  proper  use,  and  that  a  fraternity  was  needed  to  bind  college  men 
together  in  serving  their  particular  school.  The  first  service  rendered  by  the 
organization  at  Florida  was  the  sponsoring  of  Dad's  day  and  homecoming.  After 
the  success  of  these  two  undertakings,  the  same  students  met  regularly  to  dis- 
cuss other  ways  of  improving  student  life  and  participation  in  student  activities. 

Since  Its  beginning  in  1924,  Blue  Key  has  grown  into  a  national  organization 
of  76  collegiate  chapters  located  on  all  the  major  campuses  of  the  United  States. 
Major  Riley  had  two  beliefs  in  mind  when  he  headed  the  founding  of  Blue  Key. 
One,  that  college  leaders  are  God-fearing,  law-abiding  young  citizens  who  be- 
lieve that  worthwhile  progress  can  be  best  made  through  the  orderly  processes

of  evolution  and  not  revolution.  Second,  he  believed 
that  students  are  men  and  must  be  treated  as  such,  and 
that  they  are  men  willing  to  accept  responsibility,  willing 
to  cooperate  with  faculty,  willing  to  work  with  their  fel- 
low students,  and  capable  of  putting  across  ideas  and 
ideals  creating  the  right  attitudes  which  will  do  much  to 
improve  student  life  and  welfare. 

Blue  Key  had  its  beginning  at  Oklahoma  A.  &  M.  Col- 
lege May  18,  1932,  when  the  local  chapter  was  installed 
with  12  members.  Since  that  time,  the  growth  of  the 
fraternity  has  increased  to  keep  up  with  the  growth  of 
the  school.  At  present,  the  membership  is  well  over  the 
50  mark. 

Each  year  Blue  Key  sponsors  a  carnival  with  different 
organizations  of  the  campus  entering  side  shows  and 
skill  games.  To  the  organization  which  shows  the  most 
originality  in  presenting  its  show  or  game,  and  who 
achieves  monetary  success,  Blue  Key  presents  a  loving 
cup.    Beta  Theta  Pi  won  the  carnival  cup  this  year. 


Blue  Key  draws  its  membership  from  the  recognized 
leaders  of  the  campus — men  who  have  shown  outstand- 
ing ability  not  only  in  scholarship,  but  also  in  taking  re- 
sponsibility in  campus  organizations.  There  are  Blue  Key 
members  in  all  of  the  student  publications  on  the  cam- 
pus, in  the  student  senate,  the  Independent  Men's  Resi- 
dence hHalls  council  and  the  Independent  party,  the  so- 
cial fraternities  and  the  Representative  party.  Blue  Key 
members  are  officers  or  members  in  nearly  all  student 
clubs  and  organizations  on  the  campus,  both  profes- 
sional and  honorary. 

As  the  objective  of  Blue  Key  is  service,  it  is  the  con- 
stant purpose  of  each  chapter  to  cooperate  with  the 
college  administration  and  with  the  administration  of 
the  student  governing  body  to  coordinate  student  lead- 
ership from  various  divisions  of  the  campus. 

Blue  Key  membership  identifies  a  college  man  as  one 
of  all-around  ability,  good  character,  qualities  for  lead- 
ership, and  the  confidence  of  his  fellow  students.

The  Block  and  Bridle  club  was  founded  in  1919  by  members  of  the  livestock 
judging  teams  from  Nebraska,  Kansas,  Missouri  and  Iowa,  while  attending  the 
International  Livestock  show  at  Chicago.  The  local  chapter  of  Block  and  Bridle 
was  organized  in  1920  as  the  Hoof  and  hlorn  club.  In  1922  it  was  accepted  by 
the  national  Block  and  Bridle  organization.  The  local  club  has  had  two  national 
presidents,  Dr.  W.  A.  Craft  (1923-1926)  and  Dr.  C.  P.  Thompson  (1932-1933). 

The  purpose  of  Block  and  Bridle  is  to  maintain  a  bond  of  friendship  between 
students  and  professors  of  animal  husbandry  and  livestock  breeders.  Other  pur- 
poses of  the  organization  are  to  promote  a  high  standard  of  scholarship  among 
animal  husbandry  students,  to  promote  understanding  and  fellowship  between 
those  engaged  in  the  different  phases  of  animal  husbandry  and  to  encourage 
competition  in  intercollegiate  judging  contests. 

Eligibility  for  membership  in  the  Block  and  Bridle  club  is  limited  to  any 
student  in  the  Division  of  Agriculture  who  has  chosen  animal  husbandry  for  his 
major.

The  club  sponsors  judging  contests  for  freshman  and 
sophonnore  students  in  Agriculture  and  a  judging  contest 
for  mennbers  and  pledges  of  Block  and  Bridle.  It  also 
sponsors  the  Little  International  Livestock  show  which 
was  a  one-day  show  held  last  November  with  great  suc- 
cess. The  proceeds  from  these  events  are  used  to  de- 
fray the  expenses  of  the  members  of  the  livestock  and 
meats  judging  teams  to  the  American  Royal,  and  Inter- 
national Livestock  show,  and  National  Western  show, 
and  the  Fort  Worth  Fat  Stock  show.  There  the  teams 
compete  with  teams  from  other  colleges. 

Senior  members  of  the  club  assist  county  agents 
and  vocational  agriculture  teachers  of  the  state  in  the 
4-h]  and  FFA  judging  contests  held  each  year  by  hold- 
ing practice  judging  contests  at  the  college  throughout 
the  year. 

Since  the  club  has  been  organized  it  is  recognized  as 
one  of  the  outstanding  organizations  in  the  Division  of 


Agriculture,  and  all  animal  husbandry  students  are  highly 
desirous  of  obtaining  membership  In  the  club.  Due  to 
the  accomplishments  of  this  outstanding  organization, 
all  Aggies  from  far  and  near  deem  it  a  privilege  to  be 
called  a  member. 

Officers  for  the  year  were  president,  Ralph  hless  Jr.; 
vice-president.  Sib  LIpe;  secretary,  T.  J.  Allen;  treas- 
urer, Frank  Bates;  reporter,  Windell  Shockey,  and  ser- 
geant-at-arms,  Dennis  Dimity.  The  faculty  advisor  for 
this  year  was  J.  C.  Hillier. 

The  Block  and  Bridle  club  will  conclude  this  year  by 
calling  it  one  of  the  most  successful  years  of  Its  history 
on  the  A.  &  M.  campus.

Since  its  reorganization  following  the  war,  the  Col- 
legiate FFA  has  grown  to  be  one  of  the  largest  organi- 
zations on  the  campus  with  nearly  200  listed  on  the 
membership  rolls.  There  are  two  grades  of  membership 
in  the  collegiate  FFA  chapter — the  first  being  the  green 
hand  degree  and  the  other  the  leadership  degree. 

Some  of  the  activities  of  the  chapter  this  year  in- 
cluded a  get-acquainted  party,  picnics,  dances  and  the 
chapter  initiation  given  for  chapters  throughout  Okla- 
homa. 

Meetings  are  held  monthly  and  are  of  a  social  as  well 
as  business  nature.  Songs  and  refreshments  are  included 
in  the  meeting  and  stress  is  laid  on  the  promotion  of 
vocational  education  in  agriculture  by  all  speakers  and 
in  all  discussion  panels. 

Although  the  organization  strives  to  maintain  a  high 
scholastic  requirement  for  membership,  it  also  recog- 
nizes the  needed  qualities  of  leadership  and  a  sense  of 


responsibility  among  those  applying  for  membership. 

Since  most  of  the  members  of  the  collegiate  Future 
Farmers  of  America  plan  to  become  actively  engaged 
in  agriculture  work,  the  A.  &  M.  chapter  of  FFA  has 
sought  to  help  these  future  agricultural  workers  learn 
things  which  might  later  prove  of  value  to  them.  They 
stress,  in  particular,  that  phase  of  work  known  as  voca- 
tional agriculture. 

Speakers  from  the  college,  industry  and  the  extension 
division  present  lectures  to  the  club  at  regular  intervals 
striving  always  to  present  the  students  with  a  broader 
view  of  Oklahoma  agriculture  and  new  agricultural 
movements  and  techniques.  The  group  hope,  through 
better  understanding  of  rural  problems,  to  aid  and  im- 
prove the  economic  and  educational  conditions  of  rural 
America;  and  to  cooperate  with  other  agencies  whose 
objectives  are  the  improvement  of  farmlife  in  Okla- 
homa.

dents  representing  over  80  colleges  and  universities  from 
more  than  30  states  spent  five  days  of  fine  Christian 
fellowship  together.

Firemen  must  live  together  in  order  to  learn  close  cooperation.  Realizing 
this,  the  late  Chief  J.  Ray  Pence  organized  the  first  Firemen's  club  in  1939,  an 
organization  composed  of  all  members  of  the  Stillwater  and  Veterans  Village 
fire  departments. 

As  part  of  their  college  work,  members  receive  fire  protection  training  and 
answer  all  fire  alarms  and  emergency  calls.  They  study  and  sleep  in  the  fire  sta- 
tions and  eat  in  the  dining  hall  operated  by  the  club  at  number  two  fire  station.

The  Ittanaha  Indian  society  was  organized  as  a  state  organization  of  Amer- 
ican Indian  students  in  the  universities  and  colleges  of  Oklahoma  for  the  purpose 
of  advancing  the  Indian  race,  perpetuating  tribal  traditions  and  ceremonies, 
establishing  brotherly  friendship  among  Indian  students,  to  gain  a  more  com- 
plete knowledge  of  the  activities  of  the  American  Indians,  to  secure  better  edu- 
cational opportunities,  and  to  adopt  any  policy  for  the  advancement  of  the 
Indian  race. 

The  Oklahoma  A.  &  M.  chapter,  which  is  named  the  Tapela  club,  was  first 
established  in    1930  and  was  reorganized  in    1946  following  the  war.

Realizing  the  need  for  a  new  pep  organization  because  of  the  vast  postwar 
enrollment  at  Oklahoma  A.  &  M.,  16  men  students  met  In  the  lounge  of  Cordell 
hall  on  October  I,  1946,  and  made  the  first  plans  for  a  new  men's  pep  organiza- 
tion. These  were  the  charter  members  of  an  organization  soon  to  be  recognized 
on  the  A.  &  M.  campus  as  a  truly  "peppy"  group.

The  Newman  club,  a  national  organization  of  Catholic  college  students,  was 
founded  on  the  Oklahoma  A.  &  M.  College  campus  March  17,  1932.  All  Cath- 
olic students  and  all  Catholic  preference  students  are  eligible  for  membership. 

The  purpose  of  this  group  is  to  encourage  cooperative  religious  activities  of 
Catholic  college  students  and  to  promote  group  social  life  among  its  members. 

Organized  In  1893  and  named  for  Cardinal  John  hienry  Newman,  the  club 
movement  in  state  colleges  and  universities,  of  which  the  National  Newman  club 
is  a  part,  has  completed  the  first  half-century  of  its  existence.  The  name  of  New- 
man was  chosen  to  honor  the  English  cardinal  because  of  his  belief  that  high 
spiritual  ideals  were  needed  in  university  students. 

Once  each  month  the  members  receive  communion  as  a  group  and  then 
attend  a  breakfast  and  business  meeting  in  the  parish  hall.  Social  events  are  held 
each  month  and  social  hours  are  held  each  Sunday  evening  in  the  parish  hall. 
Picnics,  hayrides  and  informal  dances  comprise  the  main  events  on  the  club's 
social  calendar.

In  the  spring  of  1948  the  state  chapter  of  the  Oklahoma  Society  of  Profes- 
sional Engineers  decided  that  it  would  be  beneficial  to  give  the  student  engineer 
an  opportunity  to  familiarize  himself  with  the  duties,  obligations  and  privileges 
of  his  profession;  to  give  the  student  a  line  of  communication  to  the  practicing 
engineer  on  a  professional  level,  in  order  that  the  student  can  get  a  picture  of  his 
future  and  ask  questions  about  It.

Any  student  who  is  regularly  enrolled  in  an  engineering  curriculum  here  at 
the  institute  is  eligible  for  membership.  The  chapter  meetings  permit  the  organi- 
zation's business  to  be  transacted,  notable  guest  speakers  to  impart  their  knowl- 
edge to  the  membership,  and  then  everyone  may  enjoy  refreshments.  Steps  are 
being  taken  to  allow  semi-monthly  meetings  instead  of  the  present  monthly 
gatherings,  which  seem  to  be  Inadequate.

These 
data  sheets  are  a  condensed  history  of  the  individual 
containing  his  photograph;  his  high  school,  college  and 
working  experience;  and  other  personal  information. 
They  are  published  once  a  year  in  September,  and  in  the 
past  have  been  given  very  favorable  recognition  by  men 
from  industry  who  use  them  In  hiring  the  products  of  the 
Institute. 

Another  activity  is  that  of  cooperating  with  the  dis- 
trict chapter  in  organizing  displays  used  during  the 
statewide  Engineers  Week  in  the  month  of  March. 
These  displays  are  placed  in  the  store  windows  In  the 
business  district  of  the  four  larger  towns  in  this  district. 
Their  purpose  is  to  acquaint  the  public  with  the  profes- 
sional engineer,  what  he  does  and  how  it  affects  them  In 
everyday  life. 

The  professional  engineer  Is  now,  more  than  ever  be- 
fore, becoming  conscious  of  the  need  of  his  association 
within  the  social,  political,  religious  and  educational  or- 


ganizations of  his  community.  It  is  clearly  seen  that  this 
is  basic  to  his  being  a  professional  man.  Vital  factors 
such  as  this  are  brought  to  the  minds  of  the  student 
engineer  through  this  student  chapter. 

The  organization  also  attempts  to  outline  the  chan- 
nels to  follow  after  graduation  In  order  that  the  gradu- 
ate may  become  registered.  An  "Engineer-in-tralning" 
status  has  been  set  up  by  the  state  board  which  will 
allow  the  graduate  engineer  to  take  a  test  of  basic  engi- 
neering knowledge  before  getting  the  required  number 
of  years  of  experience  that  he  needs  for  registration. 
The  student  chapter  is  taking  steps  to  try  and  have  this 
test  given  to  the  graduating  engineers  before  they  leave 
school.  This  would  be  very  beneficial  to  those  gradu- 
ating. 

The  student  chapter  Is  relatively  young  and  its  active 
membership  will  grow  as  the  student  engineer  realizes 
the  broad  horizons  available  to  him  from  belonging  to 
the  Oklahoma  Society  of  Professional  Engineers.

Phi  Lambda  Upsilon  was  founded  as  an  honorary  chemical  society  at  the 
University  of  Illinois  in  March,  1899.  The  purpose  for  which  the  society  was 
founded,  as  stated  in  the  constitution,  was  "the  promotion  of  high  scholarship 
and  original  investigation  in  all  branches  of  pure  applied  chemistry." 

Of  all  honor  societies  existing  in  this  nation  today,  there  are  only  seven 
older  than  Phi  Lambda  Upsilon.

The  Oklahoma  A.  &  M.  chapter  of  Phi  Eta  Sigma  was 
the  28th  chapter  of  the  fraternity  and  was  insralled  on 
the  campus  February  19,  193  1.  Under  the  faithful  and 
beloved  leadership  of  Dean  Clarence  hi.  McElroy,  the 
local  chapter  has  grown  and  prospered  since  that  time 
to  become  a  major  campus  organization.  Approxi- 
mately 800  men  have  been  initiated  into  Phi  Eta  Sigma 
since  1931.  At  the  present  time,  more  than  125  wear 
the  golden  key  of  Phi  Eta  Sigma  on  the  Aggie  campus. 

Eligibility  for  membership  in  Phi  Eta  Sigma  is  based 
solely  on  scholarship.  All  freshman  men  who  have 
achieved  a  grade  point  average  of  3.5  during  their  first 
semester  or  year  attending  A.  &  M.  shall  be  eligible  for 
election  to  the  society.  The  membership  is  not  limited 
in  number.  Phi  Eta  Sigma  honors  two  groups  of  pledges 
every  year.  One  group  is  pledged  in  the  fall,  another  in 
the  spring.  Highlights  of  the  pledging  are  a  get-ac- 
quainted smoker;  an  official  pledge  week  when  pledges 
may   be   seen   wearing    horned    rim   spectacles,    mortar 


boards,  and  a  wooden  replica  of  the  key;  and  a  formal 
initiation  and  banquet  to  climax  the  week  of  fellowship 
and  fun. 

The  activities  of  Phi  Eta  Sigma  are  varied  m  nature 
and  are  directed  both  toward  promoting  high  scholar- 
ship In  the  freshman  class  and  promoting  other  worth- 
while enterprises  on  the  campus.  Phi  Eta  Eigma  sponsors 
a  tutorial  service  available  to  all  students  on  the  campus 
and  also  takes  the  responsibility  of  distributing  to  all 
freshmen  the  pamphlet,  "hiints  on  hHow  to  Study."

Initially  fcrmed  as  a  technical  society  of  motor  vehicle  engineers,  SAE  now 
includes  men  in  every  field  of  self-propelled  vehicle.  Thus  it  covers  diesel  engines, 
aircraft,  farm  machinery,  fuels  and  lubricants,  and  production,  operation  and 
design  problems  In  these  fields.  SAE  is  operated  and  financed  by  its  members, 
who  join  the  society  as  individuals  and  not  as  representatives  of  the  companies 
they  work  for.  Engineering  college  students  take  part  in  the  organized  technical 
activity  through  SAE  student  branches. 

The  Oklahoma  A.  &  M.  student  branch  of  the  Society  of  Automotive  Engi- 
neers is  at  present  one  of  the  largest  professional  societies  In  the  Oklahoma 
Institute  of  Technology.  The  principal  means  for  accomplishing  the  activities  of 
the  student  branch  are  the  holding  of  semi-monthly  meetings  which  further  ac- 
quaintances and  good  fellowship  among  students  and  professional  men  and  fea- 
ture technical  films,  discussions,  and  lectures  by  practicing  engineers.

continent  section,  which  held  one  of  its  regular  meet- 
ings at  A.  &  M. 

The  mass  production  of  the  American  automobile, 
that  world  phenomenon,  is  greatly  indebted  to  the  ac- 
tivities of  the  Society  of  Automotive  Engineers.  Two. 
great  formal  contributions  have  been  made.  The  first  is 
a  steady  flow  of  technical  papers,  digested  monthly  in 
the  SAE  Journal,  with  the  most  important  treatises  being 
published,  in  full,  in  the  SAE  Quarterly  Transactions. 
These  publications,  crucial  in  the  automotive  world,  will 
be  found  in  every  lively  technical  department  In  Europe 
as  well  as  in  the  United  States.  The  SAE's  second 
invaluable  work  has  been  the  standardization  of  parts 
and  procedures  without  which  the  mass  production  of 
automooiles  on  the  American  scale  would  have  been 
impossible. 

The  yearly  SAE  handbook  sets  forth   standards  and 


recommended  practices  on  more  than  a  thousand  differ- 
ent classes  of  Items.  Acceptance  of  these  standards  is 
entirely  optional  In  Industry.  But  their  values  are  so 
obvious  that  they  are  almost  universally  used. 

SAE  also  serves  industry  through  special  technical 
committees,  set  up  for  specific  research  projects  on 
manufacturing  processes,  materials,  and  design  prob- 
lems. 

When  SAE  was  born  In  1905,  there  were  no  "auto- 
motive engineers."  Early  members  were  mechanics.  In- 
ventors, and  technicians  from  other  branches  of  engi- 
neering. From  30  original  members,  SAE's  ranks  have 
grown  to  almost  16,000  today,  extending  over  all  48 
states  and  into  many  foreign  lands.  Regular  monthly 
technical  meetings  are  held  in  38  U.  S.  cities.  The  vari- 
ous industry  groups  within  SAE  each  hold  national  meet 
ings  annually.

The  symphonic  band  is  one  of  the  oldest  organizations  on  the  campus  and 
has  been  of  constant  service  to  the  college  and  the  state  since  1905.

His  concert  tours  have  taken  him 
through  most  of  the  states  and  parts  of  Canada.    His 


book  on  common  sense  and  voice  pedagogue  is  used  by 
major  teachers  all  over  the  United  States.

the  society  has  one  representative  on  the  Engineering 
Student  council  and  takes  part  in  the  engineering  activ- 
ities such  as  the  Engineering  exposition,  St.  Pat's  ball 
and  the  election  of  the  engineering  queen.  The  society 
also  competes  in  the  annual  float  contest  in  the  hHome- 
coming  parade. 

The  School  of  Technical  Training  was  reorganized  and 
expanded  in  1945  in  order  to  render  a  maximum  of  serv- 
ice by  offering  training  of  an  advanced  technical  nature 
that  would  equip  the  graduate  to  enter  technical  posi- 
tions in  industry. 

The  entire  facilities  of  the  school  were  made  available 
for  national  defense  and  war  production  training  pur- 
poses in  August,  1940.  All  laboratories,  classrooms  and 
shops  were  utilized  for  training  and  many  operated  on  a 
24-hour  ba-sis.  Approximately  6,000  persons  were 
trained  under  the  program  during  the  war  emergency. 
In  addition  new  shops  were  planned  and  equipment  was 
obtained  to  increase  facilities. 


Following  its  reorganization  after  the  war,  the  school 
launched  a  curriculum  that  proved  to  be  so  popular  that 
enrollment  Increased  from  five  students  In  1945  to  459 
students  In    1949. 

The  school  Is  designed  to  serve  the  following  types  of 
persons:  those  who  cannot  devote  four  years  or  more  to 
study;  those  who  desire  to  take  specialized  training  to 
enter  a  field  of  special  interest;  those  who  have  had  in- 
dustrial training  and  experience  in  a  field  of  interest  but 
lack  specialized  training;  or  those  who  possess  the  apti- 
tude, ability  and  Interest  to  learn  by  practical  rather 
than  theoretical  Instruction. 

Graduates  of  the  school  have  been  well  received  by 
industry  and  practically  all  are  employed  In  the  field  of 
their  choice.  Follow-up  studies  also  reveal  that  these 
graduates  are  advancing  to  positions  of  responsibility. 

Eight  of  the  departments  In  the  school  were  accred- 
ited this  year  by  the  Engineers  council  for  professional 
development.

Since  its  founding  in  the  spring  of  1948,  the  Varsity  Radio  club  has  afforded 
students  interested  in  the  radio  field  practical  experience  in  the  operation  of  a 
radio  station,  writing  and  producing  programs  and  in  building  a  wired-wireless 
station  to  cover  the  A.  &  M.  campus.

The  Oklahoma  A.  &  M.  Student  Veterinary  society  was  organized  In  the 
spring  of  1948  by  the  students  of  the  first  class  in  veterinary  medicine  ever  pre- 
sented at  Oklahoma  A.  &  M. 

The  society's  organization  was  aided  and  counselled  by  the  two  professors 
who  were  to  become  its  sponsors,  Dr.  D.  M.  Trotter  and  Dr.  D.  R.  Peterson. 
During  the  early  days,  the  society  was  ably  led  by  its  first  elected  president,  Sam 
hi.  Best,  of  Wagoner. 

Any  regularly  enrolled  student  In  the  School  of  Veterinary  Medicine  may 
become  a  member  of  the  organization.  Members  of  the  faculty  or  any  others 
the  society  may  agree  upon  are  also  eligible  for  honorary  membership. 

As  outlined  In  the  constitution,  the  objectives  of  the  organization  are  five- 
fold. They  are:  (I)  to  promote  a  spirit  of  friendly  relations  among  the  students 
regularly  enrolled  in  the  School  of  Veterinary  Medicine;  (2)  to  provide  an  addi- 
tional opportunity  for  the  members  to  gain  professional  knowledge;  (3)  to  dem-

sorship  of  all  unworthy  actions  of  its  members  and  the 
commendation  of  all  worthy  deeds;  and  (5)  to  make 
available  to  the  students  the  opportunities  offered  by 
the  American  Veterinary  Medical  association  to  its  stu- 
dent chapters. 

The  Student  Veterinary  society  is  not  yet  eligible  for 
affiliation  with  the  national  student  association.  How- 
ever eligibility  will  be  forthcoming  during  the  1950-51 
school  year  and  the  organization  will  apply  for  member- 
ship at  that  time. 

In  its  efforts  to  promote  and  achieve  its  objects,  ihe 
society  has  participated  In  a  well-rounded  program  not 
only  of  a  professional  nature  but  also  of  a  social  and 
recreational  aspect.  In  meetings,  noted  speakers  from 
throughout  the  state  have  discussed  subjects  directly 
pertinent  to  the  future  veterinarian  while  others  have 
presented  illustrated  lectures  of  interesting  techniques 
and  problems.  Movies  of  research  work,  clinical  work 
and  husbandry  methods  have  been  shown  to  acquaint 


the  members  with  the  many  phases  of  their  future  pro- 
fession. 

Other  activities  In  which  the  society  participates  are 
homecoming  festivities,  having  paraded  the  winning 
float  In  the  originality  division  In  1948,  and  intramural 
sports,  Including  entries  in  touch  football,  basketball, 
volley  ball,  swimming  and  softball.  The  team  won  first 
place  in  its  league  In  softball  In  the  spring  of  1949.  In 
the  social  vein,  the  society  has  an  annual  Christmas  party 
for  all  members,  wives  and  children  and  a  picnic  In  the 
spring.  Throughout  the  school  year,  other  parties  and 
get-togethers  are  put  on  by  the  society  for  members, 
and  for  members  and  their  families. 

The  Student  Veterinary  society  works  in  close  cooper- 
ation with  the  School  of  Veterinary  Medicine,  which  was 
founded  at  A.  &  M.  In  1948.  More  than  90  students  are 
now  enrolled  In  the  school  and  most  are  actice  partici- 
pants in  the  society.
